‘Mitchell on Morgan. 
_ President Mitchell was asked what he 
knew: of the report cabled to’ The Man- 
chester Guardian from New York, that 
J. Pierpont Morgan was forced to inter- 
yene in« the coal.strike, and in reply»he 
said: 

“To my personal knowledge Mr. Mor- 
gan has been trying to settle the coal 
strike ever since he, came back from 
Europe two months ago. If others had 
been as fair and as reasonable as Mr. 
Morgan was the strike would have been 
settled a long time ago. I know nothing 
about Mr. Morgan’s financial] interests 
compelling him to foree a settlement of 
the strike, but I am, informed. .that- he 
has only felt his responsibility .to the 
public in connection with the fuel famine 
and has done his best to bring about the 
end. Both Mr. Morgan and: Mr. ‘Cassatt, 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, were werk- 
ing for 2a settlement. when President 
Roosevelt made his last and successful 
move. Mr. Morgan could not very well be 
forced to do something which he had been 
trying to achieve for several weeks. I 
make this statement in justice to Mr. 
Morgan. We have had no quarre! with 
him and we wish none. We do not fear 
him, but prefer his friendship if he is 
willing to give it to us. TI am credibly 
informed that he is friendly to organized 
labor. As an organizer of capital he con- 
cedes the right of labor’ to organize, also, 
and when labor organizations are fair 
and conservative he believes in dealing 
directly with them for the advantage of 
both employer and employee. It is this 
relationship which the United Mine 
Workers seek in the anthracite coa! field, 
and we invite Mr. Morgan to cooperate

S. Quay, chairman,” stating that 
fnancial assistance is needed in the com- 
ing congressional and state election, and 
that the committee will be greatly oblig- 
ed if the addressee will aid to the extent 
of his ability ind inclination. This circu- 
jar letter bore in its caption, as well, the 
name of Senator Quay as chairman, and 
w, R. Andrews (cle rk to the senate com- 
mittee on immigration) as secretary, and 
wag sent by mail to various federal off!- 
cers amd their employees at their home 
addresses. Lpon advice from’ the com- 
mission that because of their official re- 
iations neither Senator Quay nor Mr. An- 
érews could properly serve upon a com- 
mittee concerned in soliciting and receiv- 
ing political contributions from federal 
officers or permit their names to be held 
forth in letters making such solicftation, 
the circular letter, so far as a ressed 
¢o federal officers, was, withdrawn. Im- 
mediately thereafter another circular let- 
ter was issued in identically the same 
form, except that it bore the signature of 
the treasurer of the committee, who is 
not a federal office holder. 
Circwsar Is Illegal. 

“ The commission pointed out the Ille- 
gality of this cYfrcular because it carried 
on its heading the names of Senator Quay 
and Mr. Anrews, and directed its recall; 
and this ruling is now contested by Mr. 
Andrews. 

“In the Ohio case a circular was is- 
gued by the republican state executive 
committee, bearing the names of Hon. 
Charles Dick, member of congress, and of 
various federal officials, and stating that 
any assistance which the addressee “can 
give as one of those directly interested 
in party success in Ohio will be grate- 
fully acknowledged.”’ 

“Tt seems that this circular was sent to 
certain federal officials; that the commis- 
gion demanded its withdrawal, and that 
the executive cemmittee declined or neg- 
jected to accerie to this demand. 

“"The question presented is covered by 


‘gection 2 of the civil service act, which 


Prohibits members of congress or terri- 
torial delegates of the congress, or mem- 
bers of congress or delegates-elect, of 
any officer or employee of congress, or 
any executive, judicial, military or naval 
Officer of the United States, or any clerk 
or employee of any department, branca 
or bureau of the United States govern- 
inent, from directly or indirectly, solicit- 
ing or receiving or being in any manner 
concerned in soliciting or receiving any 
atsessment, subscription or contribution 


for any political purpose whatever, from 
any officer, clerk, or employee of the 
United States, or any department, branch 
or Wureay thereof, or from any person 
receiving any salary or compensation 
from moneys derived from the service 
of the United States, 


Barred by Statute. 
“Whatever the particular form of 
words adopted in such circulars in order 
to show a request rather than a degaand 
and to give to responses a quasi volun- 
tary character, the explicit and compre- 
hensive words of the foregoing statute 
unquestionably condemn all such circu- 
lars. They should not be sent to federal 
Officials, .or glse they should not bear 
the names of public officers and em- 
ployees designated in the act. Attorney 
General Harmon said: 
ii All who are in the gOvernment servy- 
are thus protected against the possi- 
ility of actual coercion and from that 
of the coercion implied in the relation 
of the persons soliciting or receiving to 


or renee or implied in solicitation 
pt in @ public office: but congres 
did not attem ha 
aa pt to prohibit solicitation 

y or payment to persons not in the 
Sovernment service otherwise than in 
government offices. 

“It is also Pertinent to notice section 
oo of the act, viz: That no officer, clerk 
a — in the service of the United 
etates Or any senator or representative 
or any territorial delegate recefve any 
money or any valuable thing on account 
of or to be applied to the promotion of 
any political object whatever. 

Your power to direct, by appropriate 
order, under the mandates of these sec- 
tions, all persons in the executive serv- 
ice of the United States is clear.’ 

“I hereby call the attention of all of- 
ficers and employees in the federal serv- 
ice to the foregoing opinion and warn 
them that the provisions of law as 
therein construed are to be by them 
obeyed and enforced. 
the federal service may without jeopardy 
to his official standing contribute or not, 
exactly as he pleases, provided he obeys 
the sections’ of the civil service act above 
referred to.

Buoserell To Suggest Important 
Laws to Congress, 


He Wan's Legislation That Will Not 
Only Prevent. Future Strikes, 
but Will Make the Trusts 
Amenable to the Chief 
Executive. 


Washington, October 18.—(Special.)— 
The president, guided by his experience 
with the coal trust, is preparing to ask 
congress to eract laws that will not only 
prevent future Sstrikes, but make all 
trusts amenable to a law incapable of 
revision ox forensic dispute as to the 
meaning of its terms. 

The appointment of the commission by 
the president to consider all questions in 
dispute between the coal operators and 
the miners in Pennsvivania is the pre- 
lude to this important legislation. The 
president desires that the commission re- 
port at the earliest practicable day, so 
that he may be guided by its findings in 
wording his message to congress. The 
commission is to make recommendations 
which will suggest plans by which 
strikes may be prev™™ted or settled sum- 
marily. 

If the result of the commision be at 
‘all substantial, a law may be suggested 
which will give the president legal power 
to do in all disputed cases precisely what 
he did in the case of the coal trust, name- 
ly, appoint a cemmission to settle dan- 
gerous disputes .affecting the public wel- 
fare.

BLACK TERROR 
STRIKES BOSTON 


Numerous Assaults on Women 
by an Unknown Negro, 


Women Afraid To Venture Out After 
Dark, and Vigilance Committee 
Has Been Formed—Negro 
Preachers Aroused by 
the Assaults. 


Boston, October 18.—(Special,)—Citizens 
of Greater Boston are so aroused ,over 
committed’ on 
women by a mysterious negro that in 
Somerville, just across the Charles river, 
a vigilance committee of forty men have 
been formed and will try to do what 
the police of that city, Cambridge and 
Brookline have not been able to do, 

So many of these assaults have been 
committed that a reign of terror exists 
now among the women of these places, 
and few are willing to venture out after 
dark unless accompanied by a male es- 
cort. 

The latest case, that of Mrs. Eldred, 
of Brookline, has aroused especially indig- 
nation among the citizens, as the negro, 
after being foiled in his attempt, re- 
turned to the house and threatened the 
woman's life, 

The incompetency of the police force 
is denounced unsparingly, and there is 
talk of emulating Somerville and form- 
ing a vigilance committee, 

Seveml negro preachers of Boston and 
are also worked up over the 
statements that these assaults are the 
work of a negro, and in interviews today 
decided it their opinion that a white 
man disguised as a negro fs the party. 

In nearly every case the description 
is that of a tall black man and the 
weapon a piece of iron or lead pipe. 

Although several arrests on suspicion 
have. been made, no clear identification 
has been made in any case and the sus- 
pects have been released.

UN EVERY SHIP 

Stadling Report Made by Im- 
migration Chief Sargent 


Out of 648,743 Immigrants Landed 


Last Fiscal Year, 162,188 Were 
Unable To Read—Reading 
Test Is Suggested by 
the Commissioner. 


Washington, October 18.—The annval re- 
port of the commissjoner of immigration 
was made public today. It shows that 
of the 648,743 immigrants who arrived in 
the United States during the last fiscal 
year were 466,369 males and 182,374 females. 
Of the entire number of arrivals Italy 
supplied 178,375, an increase of 42,379 over 
the number .for 1901; Austria-Hungary 
171,989, an increasé of 58,599, &nd Russia 
107,347, an increase of 22,090. 

Most European countries showed an 
increase, but there was a falling off in 
the arrivals from Ireland amounting to 
1,423, the total from that country beng 
29,1388. The figures concerning Asiatic 
immigration shows a decrease from China 
of 810, the total being 1,649, and an in- 
ctease from Japan of 9,001, the total being 
14,270, or 170 per cent. Of the entire num- 
ber 162,188 were unable to read or write, 
but 74,063 were under 14 years of age. 

Commenting upon this. circumstance, 
Commissioner Sargent says; 

“It can be roughly estimated from the 
fcregoing figures how effective in exclud- 
ine aliens would be a reading test, such 
as that proposed during the recent s2es- 
sion of congress, which would not be ap- 
plied to children under.15, and adults 
over 50.”’ 

The total number of aliens refused per- 
mission to land was 4,974, or about two- 


thirds of one per cent of the total ar- 


rivals. Of these, 3,944 were paupers, 709 
with loathsome diseases, nine were con- 
victs and 275 contract laborers. 

Reference is made to the allen con- 
tract labor bill pending in the senate 
and the commissioner expresses the hope 
that it may pass during the next session 
of congress. 

Mr. Sargent finds that the sanguine 
view expressed in the last annual fre- 
port of the bureau as to the effect of 
careful examination by the United States 
marine hospital surgecns upon the trans- 
portations bringing in diseased aliens to 
American ports has not been confirmed by 
the experience of the past year. He 
urges the necessity for legislation which 
shall inflict upon the transportation lines 
who have the means of protecting them- 
selves from the effect of a violation of the 
law by competent medical inspection. at 
the port of foreign embarkation, a pen- 
alty proportioned to the gravity of. the 
risk to the health of the Ameérican people 
for bringing diseased aliens to the’ ports 
of this country.”’ 

Speaking of tHe enforcement of. the 
Chinese exclusion laws Mr. Sargent says 
many obstacles have been encountered. 

“The chief obdstructions,’’ he says, ‘‘to 
the effimient enforcément of the law arisé4, 
on the one hand, from the unscrupulous 
character of some American citizens and 
others who find a large profit in smug- 
gling Chinese of the excluded classes 
ecross our land boundaries, and, on the 
other, from the constant interference of 
those zealous persons in our own coun- 
try whose consciousness of their own ex- 
alted purposes in relation to the moral 
amendment of the Chinese appears to 
them ample justification sometimes for 
disregard of the law, and often for the 
endeavor to have its provisions waived 
as unimportant in comparison with their 
Ccwn designs.”’

Inference was at once drawn that 
Sage’s health is much worse than his 
family is willing to admit, and that he 
probably would not return to business 
soon, if at all. So far as his health is 
concerned the inference is untrue. The 
aged financier has considerably improved 
since returning to his city house, but it 
is said on authority that he is not likely 
to do much, if any, more work. He is 
expected to return *to ‘his office within 
a fortnight, unless he should take a turn 
for the worse. 

One of the largest borrowers from Sage 
expressed serious doubts about having 
securities tled uv in the event of the 
money lender’s death, and it was this that 
caused the latter to change the style of 
notes. He was informed that his business 
might run down if something was not 
done, and this appealed to him forecily. 
He loans anywhere from $16,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000 on call, and probably $25,000,000 on 
time, all of which might be tiled up if 
some provjsion were not made for its re- 
lease.

Berlin, October 18.—Baron Von Wangen- 
heim, of the Farmers’ union, created an 


‘exciting scene in the reichstag during the 


debate on the tariff bill. After stating 
that Chancellor Von Buelow’s speech 
Thursday destroyed all chance of the pass- 
age of the measure, he caused an uproar 
by maintaining that if the government 
continued to pursue the policy of the 
Caprivi era, they themselves would saw 
off the branch on which the monarchy 
rested. 

Dr. A. Buchenberger, minister of finance 
of the grand duchy of Baden; Herr 
Dziembowski-Pomian, representing the 
Polish party, and Herr Gaebel, the Ger- 
man social reform party, all advocated 
& compromise based on the government 
till. Another scene of excitement was 
precipitated by Herr Stradthagen, social 
democrat, who violently attacked the sup- 
porters of Baron Von Wagenheim, the 
Agrarian leader, characterizing them as 
thieves and robbers. He was called to 
order and the debate was adjourned to 
Monday. ' 

Summing up the situation, it may be 
said that the three days’ discussion ‘of 
the tariff bill in the reichstag has ren- 
dered the fallure of the measure more 
probable than ever. Chancellor Von Buc- 
low’s speech announcing the uncomprom- 
ising attitude of the ministers is regarded 
as equivalent to being the death blow 
cf the bill. Present appearances indicate 
that the measure will be defeated by an 
enormous majority. The socialists and 
two radical parties will vote against it, 
because it is too Agrarian, and the cen- 
trists and two conservative parties will 
reject the bill because it is not Agrarian 
enough. Only the national liberals and 
some irregulars will support the govern- 
ment.

1, P, O'Connor on Recent Scene 
in the Commons, 


He Says That It Proves Irish Specter 
Has Risen and Will Not Be 
Laid Until Justice Is Done 
by the British Gov- 
ernment. 


London, October 18—T. P. O’Connor, 
M. P.. has written for the Associated 
Press his impressiona of the scene caused 
by the Irish members in the house of 
commons 6 areas and whet he believes 
it portents, as follows: 

“T have seen many strange and ex- 
citing scenes in the house of commons, 
but that of Thursday was the most 
strange and most exciting. It deserves 
serious notice as a symptom of and clew 
to the present political condition. John 
O’Donnell, the chief character therein, is 
not the kind of man one would expect to 
see figure in such a scene. He is one 
of those men who show the remarkable 
power of Irishmen rising equal to great 
situations, however humble and unprom- 


ising their origin. 

“He was born in a little cottage on one 
cf those small patches of land in the west 
cf Ireland which are most remarkable 
specimens of the wreckage of centuries. 
Yet hs speaks eloquently, chastely and 
the strong physique of the peasant is sur- 
mounted by a face of sweetness and re- 
finement as well as of viger. To see this 
ordinarily quiet young man addressing 
the whole house for a quarter of an hour 
emid a din which was tempestuous and 
in violation of every rule of order with 
the speaker, ministers and all shouting, 
and the majority helpless and then af- 
terwam's to see him cress the fluor of the 
nouse and standing in front of the prime 
minister, who sat pallid with a sickly 
smile on his face; to see this was one 
of the most curious proofs of how honest 
pession and indignaticn created vy pas- 
sion can cowe even the most powerful 
tyrants. Of all the points of that scene, 
for it was territle, the most remarkable 
was the absolute helplessness, the cowed 
inaction of the: unionist majority, so di- 
vided and harried by the scene of irre- 
sistible doom coming hourly upon their 
leaders that they cannot conceal their 
depression and are made impctent by 
panic. 

Irish Spectator Has Risen. 

“And there was another reason that 
the spectre of Ireland, which was sup- 
posed to be laid, had risen again, more 
menacing than ever. And finally there 
was pethsps s«me sense of shame at the 
feeling that this ‘man, who was calling 
for th? right to be heard in the house 
cf commons, had been gagged in Ireland 
by systematic persecution worthy of Rus- 
sia at her worst. He has spent eighteen 
months in jail during’ the last three or 
four years and has been dragged from 
platforms by the police before he opened 
ris lips end he was recently subjected to 


ja sentence which is an example of de- 


literate ferocity, his last sentence of six 
months October 14 having been so given 
by the magistrate that O’Donnell has to 
spend six weeks on a plank bed ard nine 
days on bread and water. 

“All this suffering and those to come 
are written in legible letters on the pale 
face and in the excited eyes of this or- 
dinarily quiet gentleman. This, perhaps, 
was why the ministerialists sat cowed, 
helpless and abashed at the scene, one of 
the signs of the coming change. It is 
impossible to foretell what it will be, but 
for a good reason, Irishmen hope it may 
take the shape of a startling, gigantic 
surrender. One of the most important 
portents is the eagerness of nine out of 
ten of the landlords to attend a confer- 
ence with the Irish leaders. The move- 
ment is only kept from triumph by the 
fact\that the leaders of the landlords are 
wealthy, with estates in England, and 
are therefcre independent of Irish agita- 
tion and because they are, besides, poli- 
ticlarns first and landlords afterwards. 
Every thinking man, whether landlord or 
tenant, believes that two to three years 
purchase and a small grant froin the im- 
rerial exchequer are 2ll that is now stand- 
ing between Ireland and a final settiement 
of the land question and the reconquest 
cf the land by the Celts from the English 
garrison. 

Great Surrender Coming. 

‘Among those who think that a gigantic 
surrender is inevitable at an early day is, 
I have reason to believe, the Irish chief 
secretary, Mr. Wyndham, himself. He 
urged the landlords to consent to a confer- 
ence, even traveling long distances to their 
homes in order to put personal pressure on 
them. He has already announced that 
there will be a bigger land bill next year 
and I have heard he has said privately 
that coercicn might be over in three 
weeks in care of certain events, whereby 
I understood he meant that if the land- 
lords and tenants agree on a common 
basis of settlement. In the meantime, 
tressure on the government is coming 
from various quarters. It is doubtful if 
the government can carry the educational 
bill without violent closure, which may 
lead to scenes inside the house by the 
English non-conformists, very like those 
caused by O'Donnell, so vehement is 
party passion, and outside it may produce 
outbreaks in England, also of the Irish 
pattern. The attempt to force the Irish 
members into the mimsterial lobby on the 
educational bill died on the first night of 
the session when Mr. Balfour insulted 
Irelemd by refusing to give her a day 
to voice her wrongs. 

To sum up, the Irish members feel that 
they have scored. Nobody has a good 
word to say for the maladroit ideas of 
“fr. Balfour, The government is threat- 
ened from many quarters and is divided, 
and is, I believed, doomed, while Ireland 
bas once more rushed Into the foremost 
place in the great drama of the British 
polincs.”’

WHOLESALE LIQUOR DEALERS.

stamp and the person taking such bill 
of sale can receive the packages of spirits 
at any other place from the owner of them,

_ THE ATLANTA NEWS, 
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Small Army of Experts and Laborers Now at Work 
Preparing for Construction of Electric Power 
| Plant-on River. 


With an army of experts arid laborers 
at work, the plant of the Atlanta Water 
and Electric Company is being estab- 
lished with all possible speed on the 
Chattahoochee river near the Bull Sluice 
shoals, The preliminary work of con- 
structing one of the finest dams in the 
world is being carried forward without 
delay and arrangements are being made 
whereby this work can be prosecuted 
under the most unfavorable conditions. 

The mere establishment of the plant 
will mean the expenditure of fully $1,500,- 
000, and that other large sums of money 
will be used to increase the plant is cer- 
tain. The dam. will be constructed of 
concrete, will measure ab@ut 1,100 feet 
from shore to shore, will be 50 feet high, 
65 feet wide at the base and tapering to 
atout 14 feet at the top. It will be pro- 
vided with necessary sluice ways so that 
the natural flow of the river will not be 


interfered with. 

Since the work was commenced a verit- 
able little city has sprung up on the 
banks of the river in the vicinity of the 
dam site. About 250 men are now em- 
ployed in the work and others are ex- 
pected to arrive in a short while. Sixty 
head of stock are used in the work 
or excavating for the Wuildings, hauling 
stone and the like. A number of houses 
have been built in close proximity to the 
plant and these are now occupied by 
the men employed on the work. A corps 
of expert engineers, under ‘the direction 
of W. H. Cushman, who is the chief 
engineer in charge, is on the ground 
and all the necessary arrangements for 
building the dam have been made. 

Eighteen Months To Build. 

It is expected that the work of estab- 
lishing the plant will consume. between 
eighteen and twenty-four months. The 
dam when completed will represent the 
best work of the most skilled hydraulic 
engineers in the country. To build 4a 
structure of such magnitude will, of 
course, take time. Coffer dams will be 
constructed as the work proceeds and a 
new plan of construction will be in force. 
All of the work on the dam will be 
done from overhead. Three cable sys- 
tems are to be established and the ma- 
terial will be transported over these ca- 
bles to the points where needed. One 
of the cable lines is ngw working, an- 
other is in course of construction and the 
third will be put into working order at 
once. No matter whether the water is 
high or low in the river the work will go 
forward, because the cable systems will 
prevent delays. Freshets will have no 
effect on the work. 

The work of constructing the dam and 
putting in the hydraulic equipment is in 
the hands of the S. Morgan Smith Com- 
pany, of York, P2., while the Westing- 
house Company will equip the plan: with 
all the necessary electrical machinery. 
The plant will be able to generate from 
11,000 to 15,000 horse power of current 
and, after additional machinery has been 
installed, 20,000 horse power will doubtless 
be attained. The latest and best machin- 
ery of all kinds has been contracted for 
and just. ag soon as the dam and power 
house are completed, this machinery will 
be put in place. 

The narrow gauge road, operated be- 
tween Chamblee, on the Southern rail- 
way, to Roswell, is being converted into 
a standard gauge road and a spur track 
will be put in from this line to the plant. 
The site of the big dam is about two 
miles from this road and between 12 and 
14 miles from Atlanta. It is compara- 
tively close to Roswell, where a number 
cf manufecturing enterprises are located. 
Those interested in the new electric com- 
pany are confident that the greater part 
of the current generated will be used by 
manufacturing plarts now in operation 
and those that will doubtless be estab- 
lished in the county within a short time. 

Company’s Men Here. 

It may be that in time the company 
will seek business in Atlanta, but just at 
present those at the head of the enter- 
prise are interesting themselves more 
with the work of establishing the plant 
than giving attention to details of dis- 
posing of the current. Some of the men 
financially interested in the company are 
in the city looking after the work that. 
is to be done and arranging plans for the 
immediate future. A meeting of those in 
the city was held yesterday afternoon and 
last evening in the office of King & 
Spalding, in the Empire building, and all 
the’ plans were gone over. 

George C. Smith, vice president of the 
Westinghouse Companies, at Pittsburg, 
the concern that is to put in the electri- 
cal equipment, and Elmer Smith, of the 
S. Morgan Smith Company, of York, Pa., 
the largest hydraulic machinery concern 
in the world, are both in the city on 
tusiness connected with the new enter- 
prise. George C. Smith has been here 
for severel days, while Elmer Smith ar- 
rived yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock 
from York, Pa. Both will probably re- 
main here for a short while. A visit wiil 
be made to the plant today. 

Elmer Smith Talks. 

Elmer Smith; when seen last night, ex: 
pressed himself as well pleased with the 
reports of the progress of the work. 
Speaking of the plans that have been 
made, he said: 

‘‘We expect to carry forward the work 
of establishing the plant with all possible 
speed. A large force of hands is now at 
work and more men will come here short- 
ly. The plant may be ready to begin 
operation within eighteen months, but 
we shall not be disappointed if it takes 
twenty-four months. It is our intention 
to build one of the finest and strongest 
dams that was ever constructed. The 
plamt when established will represent the 
expenditure of fully $1,500,000. The money 
has all been raised. We have not asked 
for any outside assistance and are pre- 
pared to put in operation one of the most 
complete plants of the kind in the world. 

“The development of this great water 


| 


power, which is right at the door of At- 
lanta, will unquestionably mean a great 
deal for the city. It will. be instrumen- 
tal in bringing here many manufactur- 
ing enterprises that probably would not 
come to this section otherwise, We have 
no intention of infuring any»other concern 
already established, but we féel confident 
there is plenty of businegs here for all. 
it is my opinion that we will be able to 
generate filly 15,000 h power of cure 
rent with our equipment. - It has not been 
settled that we will make an effort to 
bring our power into the-city. Thus far 
we have not considered that question, but 
if, at any time, the city desires us to 
come in with our current and will offer 
Suitable terms, we will do so,” 


No Alarm Felt. 
A short time ago the cit® board of 


water commissioners decided to visit the | 


site of the plant to ascertain if the con- 


struction of the proposed dam would in- 
terfere in any way with the city’s water 
works plant, which is located several miles 
below the Bull Sluice shoals. A com- 
mittee from the board visited the place 
and made a full investigation. It was 
the opinion of the committee that the com- 
pany had planned to establish its plant 
without causing injury to the city’s plant, 
and Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
water board, gave out a statement af- 
ter the committee returned to the city, 
in which he said the board had been as- 
sured that the company had guarded 
against any possible danger. 

In part, he said: 

“The number of men in the force em- 
ployed and the work being done was more 
extensive even than I expected to find it. 
The parties in charge are evidently in 
earnest. I think that the development of 
water power from the Chattahoochee and 
its introduction is one of the most im- 
portant enterprises than can possibly be 
projected for the well being and pros- 
perity of our city; and I think that all 
good citizens concur in the hope of its 
speedy and successful realization. 

‘I do not speak as an expert, of course, 
but so far as 1 could see the work is 
projected on a seale and under methods 
which give every reasonable assurance of 
stability. The company manifests every 
desire—naturally so—for permanence and 
stability of their works; and they show 
a disposition to confer freely and listen 
to suggestions from such experts as the 
city may have in her service, so as to 
give assurance against any interruption 
or injury to the water supply, as well as 
against danger from breaking of the dam, 
to any structures below, including those 
of the city.”’ 

George Smith in Atlanta. 

George C. Smith, formerly president of 
the Atlanta and West’ Point railroad, 
now vice president of the Westinghouse 
companies at Pittsburg, Pa., is regis- 
tered at the Aragon. 

“T am renewing many pleasant associa- 
tions connected with my six years’ resi- 
dence in Atlanta,”’ said Mr. Smith. “‘Nat- 
urally, I feel very much at home here 
and find great pleasure in meeting my 
old friends and acquaintances.” ; 

“Do you find many marked changes 
in the city during your two years’ ab- 
sence, Mr. Smith?’’ 

“Very many—and all’ of them in the 
nature of improvements. Your White- 
hall street viaduct, Nned with new 
stores, the Carnegie Hbrary, Empire and 
Century buildings, Pié@mont hotel and 
many other new featuresare the product 
of a short two years’ .period, .The old 
air of activity in all lines of trade, and 
the moving crowds on your streets are 
still in evidence. Yes, Atlanta, has im- 
proved even more than [I expected. 

“T note, too,. some Westinghouse ma- 
chinery in your new power station, which 
is a good indication of progress,” said 
Mr. Smith, after a pause, 

“What are the relations of your com- 
pany to the power development on the 
Chattahoochee river? You are credited 
with the promotion of the new project 
to consfruct a 50-foot dam at Bull Stuice 
falls for transmitting a large amount of 
electrical power into Atlanta.”’ 

“That is true. A company has been 
chartered under the laws of Georgia, 
known as the Atlanta Water and Elec- 
tric Power Company, and the Westing- 
house company has contracted to install 
the electrical machinery, transmission 
line and substation, upon the completion 
of the dam and hydraulic equipment by 


the S. Morgan Smith Company, of York, 
Pa., who are the principal contractors 
and well known as.the largest manufac- 
turers of hydraulic machinery in the 
United States, and who have been con- 
nected with the most important water 
power developments in this country and 
Canada. Our part of the work will com- 
mence when the dam is completed.” 

‘How long will it take to complete the 
entire work?’ 

‘Probably eighteen to twenty-four 
months. Our engineers have general su- 
pervision over the entire work of con- 
struction of the dam, the plans of which 
have been passed upon by a committee 
of the most eminent engineers in the 
country.”’ 

“Do you anticipate any difficulty in 
constructing a permanent dam at the 
point selected?’’ 


Best Talent Employed. 

‘None whatever. The examinations 
and plans have been most thoroughiy 
made by the best engineering talent of 
the country; and the work of construc- 
tion has already commenced.” 

“What amount of power will be avail- 
able from this development?’ 

“About 11,000 horsepower. The initial 
installaticn will consist of three units of 
1,500 horsepower each.”’ 

“What of the market for so large an 
amount of power in and around Atlan- 
ta?” Mr. Smith was asked. He replied: 

“The production of available power in 
the vicinity of so large an industrial 
center as Atlanta will in itself create 
a market without in anywise detract- 
ing from the value of existing plants 
which are already supplying power to 
users, Cheap power in available loca- 
tions will invariably lead to important 
industrial developments. 

“A water power in close proximity to a 
manufacturing city is as much @ natu- 
ral resource as are coal fields, and its

ergy is equivalent in its effect upon in- 
dustrial activfty to the discovery and 
working of nearby coal mines or pe- 
troleum beds. Atlanta is comparatively 
distant from its coal supply, which has 
been relatively cheap in the past, but 
is becoming dearer, and may never again 
reach the low price level which existed 
Several years ago. The possibilities of 
obtaining cheap power from coal are, 
therefore, limited by the price of fuel 
and the distance of the point of con- 
sumption from the coal fields. 

“The power in the Chattahoochee river 
is an undeveloped resource in’ ‘close 
proximity to Aglanta which the advance 
of electrical science and the enterprise 
of capital seeking investment have now 
prospectively 
available. The effect of this develop- 
ment cannot be otherwise than bene- 
cial to Atlanta industrially and commer- 
cially—not necessarily displacing existing 
power agenges dependent upon coal as 
fuel, which will continue to occupy their 
Own sphere of usefulness—but . adding 
another potent agency, wrought out of 
nature’s own gift to this city in the 
nearby falls of the Chattahoochee, and 
developed at a period when enterprise 
and capital have already laid the founda- 
tion for a still greater Atlanta. 


Ample Room for All. 

“This development is,, of course, com- 
petitive with existing power plants pro- 
ducing electricity from coal, but not in 
the way that either has to be pulled down 
in order for the other to prosper. Each 
will have its own field, and there will stil] 
be need for more. Possibly the energy 
developed from the water power will find 
its best markets in large units to indus- 
tries established and to be established, 
the more centrally located power plants 
supplying more diversified requirements. 

“One thing is certain in my opinion, 
that Atlanta will grow -up to all the 
power which can be produced within or 
near her borders, either from coal or 
water, or both.” : 

‘You have a good opinion then of the 
future of this city?” 

“Most assuredly. I have spoken most 
Strongly on the subject to our péople, 
who have acted largely on my knowl- 
edge of its resources and future possibil- 
ities in the proposed investment of a 
large amount of capital in this enterprise. 
It will accordingly be a personal gratifi- 
cation to me to witness the development 
which I belMeve will follow the com- 
pletion of this undertaking.’’ 

“How much will be expended in the 
new plant?’ : 

“Over a million and a half dollars,”’ 
replied Mr. Smith. ‘‘The money has been 
raised and we are going ahead with the 
work. This expenditure simply represents 
the actual outlay for the work in order 
to turn the current into the city. After 
that there is no telling what will be the 
extent of future expenditures.”’

Fully 20,000 people were on the 
grounds yesterday. 

’ And after all fs said and done, the real 
feature of both the Interstate fair and 
the horse show has been the crowds. 

Previous records have gone to the wall, 
smashed and broken by the gate receipts 
of the past week. Not alone in point of 
numbers, but in many other respects, the 
crowds this year have been deserving of 
especial notice. 

Tuesday night, when the horse show 
opened, the toilets of the ladies and the 
conventional top coats, opera hats and 
evening dress of the gentlemen gave to 
the Coliseum.a distinctive air that was 
away and beyond all previous opening 
nights in being strictly a la mode.

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Suspicious Bookmarks Caused 


Him 10 Get Angry, 


The Soldier Believed To Be George 
B. Taylor, Who Killed Whole 
Family—He Consents To Be 
Interviewed by Consti- 
tution Reporter. 


“Say, now, look here, you are one of 
those sharp detectives,’’ exclaimed George 
Burrus, believed to be George Taylor, a 
multi-murderer, when a reporter of The 
Constitution called to have a talk with 
him at the Tower yesterday afternoon. 

When he was told that it was a reporter 
and not a sharp detective, he laughed and 
said: 

“Oh, then, I don’t mind telling all 
you want to Know, but I’m not that fellow 
Taylor they want to hang in Missouri. 
By the way, you fellows got the time of 
the murder of the Meeks family wrong 
in The Constitution this morning. It was 
six years ago, and not two, as you had 
at,*” 

The fact that Burrus knows all the 
details of the foul murder in which a 
family of husband and wife and three 
children were assassinated in Sullivan 
county, Missouri, is one thing that makes 
Marshal Ryan, of Oakland Citv. believe 
he has the man for whom a reward of 
$5,000 has been offered. : 

The prisoner talked glibly enough when 
he got started, and he remarked that that 
was the difference between him and 
George Taylor. 

“TIT don’t: mind talking, and Taylor 
wouldn't talk much.” He laughed heartily 
when he said this. ' 

It is a curious coincidence that Burrus 
was arrested some months ago by an 
Atlanta policeman whose name is Meeks, 
and Taylor is wanted for murdering a 
family by the name of Meeks. Burrus 
mentioned this coincidence and remarked 
that Meeks was an unlucky name for 
him. 

Wanted To Give It Right. 

“Say, get your book out and take it all 
down in good shape,” said Burrus, when 
he had veen reassured about his sharp 
detective suspicions. ‘I am _ going to 
give it to you right. You say you want 
to know where I’ve been al] the six years 
since those two Taylor boys waylaid 
and killed the whole Meeks family. I 
joined the army in Montana last Decem- 
ber and that makes a showing for nearly 
a year of the six. The other five years 
I was knocking around in Missouri, spend- 
ing most of the time in Sullivan county. 
I never went to Montana until last Au- 
gust, and I did so because the drought 
ruineu. my crops, and I wanted to try a 
better state. Montana was no good and 
| I joined the army. Now, the army is no 
good, and I want to get out of it. When 
Will Taylor was hanged for the murder I 
was at that very time attending the state 
normal school at Kirksville, Mo, George 
Taylor had escaped, you know, and they 
were after him.” 

“Are You Not Taylor?’ 

‘Burrus, isn’t your real name George B. 
Taylor?’ he was asked directly. 

He laughed and replied: 

“I told you my name was Burrus. 
ee name wasn’t George B. It was 
George E. Taylor. That is another mis- 
take you fellows are making.’’ 

When asked about his arrest in Atlanta 
for desertion, he told a long story and 
mentioned the fact that Officer Meeks 
locked him up. 

“And the folks 


George Taylor killed 
were named Meeks,”’ he remarked, 
‘“That’s funny, isn’t it? The name of 
Meeks is an unlucky one for me.”’ 

“What about those two bookmarks,’ 
he was asked, ‘“‘which were found in your 
valise ?’’ 

That question was the one Burrus 
stumbled over and never.answered. The 
bookmarks in question had the letters, 
“G. B. T.,”’ embroidered on them, which 
are the initials of George B. Taylor, the 
murderer. 

Those Suspicious Bookmarks. 

“Oh, those were just some badges I 
got at the normal school,’’ he tried to 
reply in a flippant tone. “One of them 

1 Was made by a small girl, and she didn’t 
know her business.’’ 

“Well, how came them to have the 
letters, ‘G. B. T.,’ on them?” 

“TI belonged to a society,’’ he replied. 
“By the way, I never told you about my 
being locked up at the fort for three 
months.” 

“Tell me about those bookmarks first,”’ 
the reporter insisted. 

“I've told you all I am going to,’”’ he 
replied, almost angrily. It was the first 
time he lost his temper. And he would 
not speak about the bookmarks again. 

Marshal Ryan is waiting to hear from 
Missouri. He and other officials believe 
the murderer has been caught and that 
the Tower now holds one of the Taylor 
brothers, ‘who committed a crime which 
shocked the entire country. 

Two Descriptions Tally. 

Marshal Ryan received a full descrip- 
tion of George Taylor from the sheriff 
of Carroll county, Missouri, and it tallies 
exactly with that of George Burrus, 
with the single exception that Burrus is 
not quite as tall as Taylor is said to be. 

The description of Taylor is as follows: 

Rosy cheeks; weight 170 pounds; height 
5 feet 11 1-2 inches; dark, wavy hair and 
dark blue eyes; wears No. 8 “shoe and 
No. 7 1-4 hat; walks with head thrown 
to the right and a little back, and has a 
quick step, 

Burrus has dark, wavy hair and dark 
blue eyes, wear a No. 8 shoe and a No 
7 1-4 hat; his weight is about 170 pounds; 
his height is about 5 feet 10 inches. 

Marshal Ryan says he understands 
that William Taylor, who was hanged, 
was nearly 6 feet tall, and be believes 
his height was mixed up with that of 
George Taylor. 

The marshal says a man at the fort 
told him yesterday that he lived in Sulli- 
van county, Missouri, and knew the Tay- 
lors well, and this witness is ready to 
swear that the prisoner is the murderer

Public School Per Capita. 

Figures prepared by the state superin- 
tendent of education show that the basis 
of distribution for the common school 
fund during the next two years will be 
$1.9 for each educable child. This is 
g reduction of 14 cents per capita as com- 
pared with the basis of the last dstribu- 
tion, Which was $2.12.

MORTGAGE FOR $50,000,000. 


Western Maryland Railway Security 
for the Loan. 

Baltimore, October 18.—The Western 
Maryland Railroad Company filed today 
in the recorder’s office in this city a first 
mortgage to the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany of New York for $50,000,000 to secure 
an issue to that amount of fifty-year 4 
per cent gold bonds. These bonds are 
date@ October 1, 1902, and payable on Oc- 
tober 1, 1952. The interest is payable 
semi-annually on April 1 and October 1. 
Proceeds of the sale of these bonds will 
be used in betterments, in the construc- 
tion of terminals, the acquiring of new 
lines and the refunding of debts. It is 
said in the mortgage that the Western 
Maryland operates 92.48 miles of railway 
of its own and 165.11 leased lines. Its own 
stock in the leased lines is worth about 
$1,500,000. 

All the property which the company 
now owns or controls or may hereafter 
own or control is pledged under the 
mortgage. 

The bonds are for $1,000 each and the 
mortgage is signed by President Winslow 
S. Pierce for the Western Maryland Rail- 
road Company and by H. C, Deming for 
the trust company. 


MEMORIAL TO GREAT ELECTOR 


Unveiled by Emperor William. 
Praises Great Frederick. 
Berlin, October 18.—At Fehrbellin, Bran- 
denburg, today a@ monument was unveiled 
in the presence of Emperor William to 
the memory of the great elector and his 
defeat of the Swedes there in 1675.

REV. EDGAR G. MURPHY, 
IS MOST ACTIVE SPIRIT 


Outside Public Sentiment Is Becom- 
ing More Influential Than the 
Lobbies—Subject of Prison 
Reform—Textbook and 
Other Matters. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ten men and a hundred women in 
Alabama are interested in the reform¢ 
proposed for the next legislature where 
one takes an interest in the dry and 
featureless campaign now proceeding over 
the election of a state ticket two weeks 
from next Tuesday. The spectacular 
promise of the republicans was turned 
into a comic valentine by the president. 
so that. outside the seventh dis- 
trict they are not intetresting the 
democrats. But the fact that no 
legislature meets for four years 
after next winter gives almost feverisa 
interest to the desire for changes then to 
be accomplished in the statutes. 


First in popular importance among 
these comes the ever-present question of 
child labor in the cotton mills. The most 
active spirit in the movement is Rev. Ed- 
gar Gardner Murphy, whose connection 
with the southern educational board nat- 
airally brings him into touch with a work 
of the sort. Governor Jones is also an 
exceedingly active member of the com- 
mittee voluntarily formed for securing 
and ending of child labor, and his name 
is a tower of strength. The Womat's 
Federation has had such a measure as 
the leading article in its reform creed 
for several years, and its committees 
have never been idle a moment. The mill 
men do not seem inclined to fight s9 
desperately as they did two years 4go, 
elthough it is impossible to tell what 
steps “hey will take when the tug comes. 
For a good many years the lobbies have 
been much more infiuential in the legisla- 
tures than outside public sentiment, an‘ 
those engaged in furthering this reform 
are wide awake to the need for being 
ready with a lobby of their own. The 
generally higher average in the person- 
nel of the nominees this year speaks hope- 
fully for success. 


Whether the subject of prison reform ¥ 


will assume practical shape dces not yet 
appear, but the agitation is beginning. 
The fact that the state treasury is being 
enriched with nearly a hundred thousand 
dollars a year net profit from the labor 
of convicts does not appeal to the con- 
science of everybody in Alabama as the 
right thing. The convicts are now hired 
out for the utmost possible wage, and 
the contractors are quite sure to get their 
money’s worth. The protection thrown 
around the convict in the main assures 
him against cruel treatment or hunger, 
but the reform sentiment does not see 
in hard and unremitting labor amid sur- 
roundings furnished by contractors in 
the mines and forests much room {for the 
reiemption feature of prison life to oper- 
ate. A side issue along this line is being 
forced to the front in the proposition that 
a convict’s Jabor should go to the support 
of his helpless and innocent;family rather 
than the state, It ‘s being contended that 


the sole right of the state is to punisih- 
and its duty to reform. The state does. 


not desire to punish a man’s wife and 
children, ard if there is a profit over 
and above the convict’s keep it should 
go to his family. Whether this would: be 
a sourd measure of administration or not, 
it nevertheless appeals strongly to the 
reform element, and instances of hard- 
ship resulting to prisoners’ families are 
beginning to appear in the papers. 


Another live subject of reform is tha 
text-book question. Everybody seems to 
pe in favor of cheaper text-books, but 
there is a s»vlit on the relative merits of 
county and state uniformity as the means 
to anend A great many of the counties 
have uniform text-book laws of their 
own, which result in preventing frequent 
changes but do not reduce the prices. 
That this is better than the old system 
still survivirg in some counties whcre 
every teacher selects books to suit him- 
self, is shown by the fact that in some 
counties without law vooluntary uniform- 
ity within certain lines has been adop.ed. 
The teachers in their institutions appoint 
committees to select certain lines of 
books, and all adhere to the adoptions 
thus made. This is the case in @arcngo 
and Lowndes and a few others. 


Under the new constitution the scope 
of the agricultural commissioner's office 
has been enlarged to take in the whole 
range of industry among the people. He 
is now commissioner of agriculture and 
industries. Laws will have to be enacied 
regulating nis new duties and giving him 
authority to make the necessary expendi- 
ture. At present there is a most wonder- 
ful lack of statistical information in 
Alabama ard nowhere to go for it. No- 
boay has got it because it is nobody’s 
business to get it. A year or more ago. 
a gentleman engaged in writing a pam- 
phiet on Alabama for distribution at the 
Buffalo exposition desired the very im- 
portant information as to how many cot- 
tor mills are in the state, their capacity, 
number of spindles and the hke. After 
much searching he found an old copy of 
The Chattanooga Tradesman, which pur- 
ported to give the list, and it was lying 
in a file of such documents in the Com- 
mercial Club at Birmingham. None of 
the commercial organizations of the 
state gather such data, and there is not 
the scratch of a pen on any such subject 
at the state capitol. Nor is there any 
information to be had as to the nymber 
of furnaces, saw mills, acres of timber 
land, cut of timber, agricultural produc- 
tions and developments, or any one of a 
host of subjects about which the inquirer 
ought t» be able to inform himselr at 
any hour. It is being proposed to make 
of the enlerged department a reservoir 
of information, as the foundation of all 
real activity is development. 


Another effort will be made to repeal 
the tax commission law. The information 
here is that the Madison delegation will 
come prepared to make a fight for re- 
peal, and that General Harrison, who 
is in the senate from Lee, will renew the 
struggle which he unsuccessfully conduci- 
ed two years ago. It is not anticipated 
that this effort will succeed, as no state 
administration has ever voluntarily vield- 
ed any power to get in money, once it 
has been conferred. 


A rather serious matter is the taxation 
on mortgages. At present, if an Alabama 
resident loans his money cn mortgage, 
he must pay state, county and municipai 
taxes on it as a solvent credit. But if 
a resident of some other state makes the 
loan it is not taxed. The result of this 
discrimination is manifest and inevitadle 
—the foreigner can lo2zn money here 
cheaper than home folks, and the hume 
man must either hide out or resort to a 
dodge. The story goes that a great ‘jeal 
of money now loaned in Alabama appar- 
ently by persons in other states is really 
home loaned but in somebody else’s name,

But it is tacked in this instance 
by the employing class whose labor js in- 
terrupted, while some of the big corpora- 
tions keep what is called a garnishment 
attorney. The employers are also backed 
in this case-by the rather influential class 
of active your.g attorneys who would just 
fit snugly into the judgeships of the new 
infericr courts. Altogether the reform 
has a promising. outlook. Very little is 
being said about it, but it is alse on the 
cards to create 2n intermediate court of 
appeals between the circult ahd supreme 
courts Tais means the creation of new 
offices, and the public generally looks 
with suspicion on things of that sort. The 
legal fraternity know that their best 
chance is to say little, and after the leg- 
islature gets together, their advice )s 
usually paramount with other members 
on such subjects. Their case rests on the 
cercwded condition of the supreme court, 
a misfortune that the hardest working 
court in America is powerless to prevent, 
Every one who knows anything. at ‘all 
about it, admits that the .present juuges 
are overworked and much hasty adjudi- 
sation and many rehearings and modifi- 
cations are the result. At any rate, the 
lawyers are so sure of the new court:ihaut 
gossip deals with more than one nuine 
already slated for a place on its bench. 

After all, the great reform and supreme 
work of the next legislature will be wo 
pass an election law under which fair 
elections ‘vill be at least a posmolitty. 
That there are some dyed in the woul oi 
political salts who will try to tie a strivg 
to this reform so that fraud cou be 
worked in a pinch yet the great over- 
whelriing demand of the people tor 
scmething effective. There are a wiiole 
Ict of young men who will strive with 
each other he the legislature to get the 
most stringent law possible and nave a 
sound ambition to indentify their names 
with the reform. They will go to the 
length of numbered ballots if constitu- 
tional, and will especialiy strive to make 
contests easy ana cheap.

The pastors of the various churches of 
Atlanta have been requested by Chaplain 
Turner, of the United States federal pris- 
on, to base their sermons to be delivered 
on the fourth Sunday in October, oh some 
subject touching on prison life or one that 
is of particular interest to prisoners. 

This unique request, which will doubt- 
less, be granted in, at least, a majority 
cf the churches of the city, is the result 
of the recent action of the National Pris- 
on’ Association of the United States. At 
the meeting of this association the sub- 
ject was discussed at length and the va- 
rious chaplains of féderal prisons were 
urged to make the request which has been 
made by Chaplain Tupper in Atlanta. 

Chaplain Tupper has suggested a num- 
ber of subjects which may or may not 
be followed as texts for sermons on next 
Sunday. These subjects are as follows: 

Subject—Preventives of crime and its 
cure. Religion, morality, education, em- 
plioyment. 

Subject—Our duty to Aischarged pris- 
oners, who generally go forth into the 
world again better men. Sympathy anda 
helping hand should always be extended. 
A sad neglect of Christians. : 

Subject—Consideration of the various 
causes of crime. Opiates, intoxicants, evil 


associates, etc. 

Subject—Privilege and responsibility in- 
separable. A sense of responsibility alone 
piaces a due estimate upon privilege. 

Subject—Prison doors entered through 
the doors of vice—doors always opened 
to frail humanity. Avoidance of evil by 
carefulness of its incipicnt advances.

Subj2ct—Prison reform in discipline and 
educational methods. The advantages of 
spiritual influence and the inculcation of 
moral truths. 

Subject—Who is responsible for the 
crime of others? Consideration of re- 
sponsibility—individual ard collective. 
The community of responsibility. 

Subject—What, besides vice, increases 
the prison population? Business depres- 
sion and the want of employment. When 
business prosperity gives men employ- 
ment there is less crime; hence, the safe- 
guard cf occuration. 

The Need of Observance. 

In urging on local pastors the need for 
observing ‘Prison Sunday,” Chaplain 
Tupper makes the following interesting 
comment: 

“A careful estimate has been made of 
cost of crime during the year 1899, anri the 
existing conditions are certainly not bet- 
ter for the year 1302. It cost the city of 
New York $20,778,063, being about $6 per 
capita; San Francisco $5 per capita and 
other large cities $3 to $5.50 per capita. 

“There are now 100,00 and more con- 
victs in the prisons of the United States 
and the majority of these prisoners are 
young—many of them yet in their teens— 
the average age not exceeding twentyr- 
two years. Many of them were at one 
time Sunday school scho'ars and had good 
homes. “Probably about 10 per cent of 
these prisoners were led into crime 
through heredity— per cent through en- 
ticements, where strong temptations were 
yielded to from weakness or perversity 
of will, many from ignorance. Educa- 
tion and occupation are the safeguards 
cf society and of the individual.”

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“PRISON SUNDAY” |G. W. TRUITT, OF LAGRANGE, 
TALKS OF COTTON OUTLOOK 


EORGE W. TRUITT, of LaGrange, 
ex one of the most successful 

farmers and cotton men in Georgia, 
was in the city yesterday. On being 
asked what he thought of the preseat 
outlook, Mr. Truitt said: 

“There are only 7,000,000 acres in the 
southern states that have any top cotton, 
and on this land there will be less than 
1,000,000 bales, unless there is a heavy late 
frost, but even on this land there will 
be no top crop except where the soil 
is unusually good or fresh. There are 
18,000,000 acres that will not make over 
8,000,000 bales. From these fields it will 
be impossible to secure any top crop. 
‘There was a fair crop of bolls, but noth- 
ing but a big umbrella covering. ‘The 
crop will certainly not reach 10,000,000 
bales, unless there is a very heavy late 
frost. It must be admitted, however, 
that this year’s top crop of:cotton was 
the best ever seen. I have made thirty 
crops of cotton in my time, but have 
never gotten over two bales of the top 
cotton since I have been farming. I 
made these two bales in 1879. 

“As to the price of the staple, we ought 
to receive 10 cents this yedr. It has cost 


y% 


81-2 cents to make the crop, and unléss 
it can be sold for 10 cents there will be 
practically no profit for the year’s work. 

“Even then the man raising cotton ex- 
clusively,”” declared Mr. Truitt, “4s but’ 
living from hand to mouth. What we 
need in this section and what we must 
have are farmers who will devote their 
energy and time to cattle raising. Cattle 
on the hoof will bring 5 cents a pound 
in Georgia, and three pounds of beef, 
can be raised for what it costs to grow 
a pound of cotton. Every farmer ap- 
preciates the gyeat advantage that is pos- 
sessed Ly the man who grows his own 
feed stuff and raises enough at home 
to supply his own family. He is infinite- 
ly better off than the one who puts his 
faith in cotton. It seems to me it would 
be better to cut down much of the cotton 
stalks and grow forage crops.” 

Mr. Truitt declared that he had already 
followed his own advice ahd had bought 
some blooded stock, and was engaged as 
well in growing something to eat as 
something to wear. He is a man who 
watches the cotton situation with a prac- 
tice eye, and there is no one in Georgia’ 
whose opinion on any subject connected 
with farming is considered more reliable,’ 
or is more generally credited by the 
farmers of the state.

They got 
off with a dash peculiarly their own and 
when once in a clear field .they plainly’ 
showed their ability as sprinters. —

The passion for power is born into 
humanity by the incident of its divine 
creation. Because God made man, 
therefore man covets the likeness of 
his Creator in that first compelling at- 
tribute of His person—omnipotence. 
How ,eagerly men seek the things 
which denote power over persons, 
things and events, from the ox-driver 
to the autocrat of four hundred mil- 
lions of souls, is visible to the seeing 
¢-e every day. 

It is a natural passion, as we said— 

dnborn and divinely purposed. When 

purely apprehended and spiritually 
cultivated it enables us to say in veri- 
ty, “now are we the sons of God.” For 
there is no higher position and poten- 
tiality than belongs to a son of God 
in full adoption with the Father. God 
has not made and cannot make any 
creature better than a pure man, since 

He cannot make anything nobler than 

the man He made in His own likeness, 

nor perfect a character better than the 
son or daughter of His family who 

lives now in holiness of heart by a 

faith that is fixed in loyalty to Christ. 

But all passions implanted in us by 
the Creator may be perverted. This 
passion for power is easily corrupted. 
It was the temptation to become as 
God that Satan presented to our first 
parents. They yielded and fell. And 
ever since it has been one of our fatal 
points of temptation that Satan and 
men assault. The desire to rule, the 
thirst for position and authority, the 
greed for riches because they exert 
power—these are the perversions of a 
noble’ passion to passing pride and a 
spirit of selfish satisfaction. 

With history plainly written and 
clamorous with the tales of the de- 
celts and defeats of these alluring 
temptations, yet the millions repeat 
the riotous and deadly fight for the 
fatal gifts. Napoleon and a thousand 
feebler imitators fling righteousness 
to earth and ride roughshod to power, 
only to be drawn at last by the cords 
- of their own iniquities into crushing 
defeats and the slow suicides of exile. 
Rothschilds and Rockefellers, and 
millions made gold-mad by their exam- 
ples, sit upon thrones of power built 
of hoarded coins—the one to be threat- 
ened with murder at any street corner 
iy greedy beggars and the other to 
languish in exhausted energies and 
munch malted crackers like some mal- 
formed freak of nature. 

Power is laudable only when used 
for the ends of righteousness. The 
strong, the rich, the great are lovable 
only when they serve in stewardships 
for humanity and not in false assump- 
tions of vice regency for the Almighty, 
exerting His sovereignty and forget- 
ting His justice and mercy. 

_ The greatest evil connected with 
the problem of power in the present 
life is the maleducation of men as to 
the sources from which it is to be 
drawn and the methods by which it is 
to be used.

of life are won. The man in whom 
the truth dwells in all richness, who 
knows what are the judgment -princi- 
ples of God and who bends every facul- 
ty and energy of his life to accord 
with them will conquer the world and 
take the gates of heaven by violence 
—by the zeal and omnipotence of his 
faith and deeds. 

Truth is the power of God. The 
poet made no mistake when he wrote: 


“Truth, crush’d to earth-will rise again— 
The eternal years of God are hers!” 


She may be ignored, obstructed, baf- 
filed, overridden—but those wrongs to 
her can only endure for a season. She 
is stronger than human wit, more 
forceful than the seas, more resource- 
ful than the earth, and more re- 
assertive than nature. She is the 
cuief servant of the Father and the 
deathless, dominant Divine Spirit that 
was in His Son. And in Him she 
proved her power over a gainsaying 
world and put Satan to an open shame 
of impotency! 

Armored with the full panoply of 
righteousness no man need fear what 
man can do to him. The wounding of 
the heart and the killing of the body 
of a righteous man is not a defeat. 
From pauper’s rags, from prison’s rot, 
from scaffolds of scorn and from 
stakes of fiery hate, the spirits of the 
righteous have gone up to God sing- 
ing songs of glory and bearing palms 
of victory! 

It is the liar, the cruel, the mercl- 
less, the miserly who flourish for their 
brief days in the atmosphere of false- 
hood and fawning envy and then are 
bitten to death by the serpents of a 
fruitless remorse and buried too be 
forgotten “in the city where they did 
such things!”

and judgment! 
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Changing Inauguration Day. 

There is no doubt that nine out of 
ten people who have ever witnessed a 
presidential inauguration would wel- 
come a change of the date of that na- 
tional function to a more congenial 
season of the year. It is pretty. gep- 
erally acknowledged that climatic argu- 
ments are altogether in favor of such 
a change, while constitutional argu- 
ments are quite the reverse. By far 
the majority of those who have inter- 
ested themselves in the agitation for 
holding the inaugural ceremonies at a 
time when Washington is herself, 
climatically speaking, favor an early 
winter date. 3 

It is superfluous here to. picture a 
4th of March in Washington. People 
who have done the gum-shoe and um- 
brella wait act on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, and contracted la grippe and di- 
vers other bacilli peculiarly active in 
Washington when winter is sitting 
hard in the lap of spring, appreciate 
keenly what the change in question 
would mean to health and even mor- 
tality statistics. 

It will be remembered that the sen- 
ate acted favorably on this proposi- 
tion early in the last session, but it 
struck a snag in the house in the per- 
son of Chairman Ray, of the judiciary 
committee, who zealously opposed the 
plan, arguing that because a@ new 
president had to get his bare head 
drenched, and a lot of congressmen 
increase the consumption of rock and 
rye, was no reason for amending the 
consutution of the United States. 
Judge Ray completely dominated his 
committee in this matter, but now 
that he has retired to accept a New 
York judgeship, perhaps the friends 
of a changed inauguration date will 
prevail. 
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An. Ill-Considered Complaint. 

It is rather unfair in The Eastman 
Journal to charge the Atlanta newspa- 
pers with ignoring the weekly newspa- 
pers of Georgia. The Journal bases 
its complaint on the fact that Atlanta 
newspapers do not now, as formerly, 
quote so liberally “both items of news 
and editorial views on public and po- 
litical questions” from the state ex- 
changes. : 

The facts in the case are simple and 
should have suggested themselves to 
our Eastman contemporary, as they 
have to most of our weekly newspaper 
directors. In the days to which he 
refers the Atlanta newspapers had 
correspondents at only a few leading 
points in the state. Now The Consti- 
tution, for instance, has hundreds of 
resident correspondents in every con- 
siderable town of the state, with in- 
structions to wire it any item of im- 
portance that cannot be sent .n by 
mail fot the next mornings issue. 
Many of these correspondents are 
themselves the editors of local news- 
And it is this necessary exi- 
gency of modern newspaper making 
and of a state-wide daily circulation 
that minimizes most local newspaper 
items, except such as are strikingly 
unique and not hitherto reported. 
This state of affairs is so well known 
to the editors of tke state that it is 
strange tc find one who has not appre- 
ciated il. 

_As to the editorial opinions of our 
contemporaries, we are compelled to 
say our friend of The Eastman Journal 
overstates the case. We realize as 
wel] as any one that “there are fre- 
quently editorials in the country news- 
papers of the state that are as able 
and as soumd as any that emanate 
from the editors of the great Atlanta, 
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The certainly is not guilty 
of ignoring the editorial opinions of 
the state press upon live state issues. 
Whanever these were to the front our 
columns have carried more extensive- 
ly than those of any other daily in 
Georgia ,the views expressed upon 


press. Of tais fact the country press 
will, we are confident, bear us acquit- 
ting witness against the charge of ig- 
noring them. : 

The fact is that every state news- 
paper that comes to The Constitution 
is always carefully scanned for what- 
ever will be useful, either to give in- 
structive variety and fullness to our 
own columns, or to help publish 
abroad the progressive and ‘practical 
interests of the locality in which any 
of the country papers are published. 
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Southern people are always inter- 
ested in the progress of the Tuskegee 
Normal and Industrial institute, which 
Booker T. Washington has made“such 
a factor tm the solution of the so 
called race problem. In the last an 
nual report of this institution, just 
published, President Washington calls 
attention, among other things, to the 
need of an endowment fund. The 
present endowment fund, considered 
entirely inadequate, is $299,759. Dur- 
ing the year covered by the report, 
the total number of students enrolled 
was 1,384, and the average attendance 
1,218. But in these figures are not 
included the children’s house, a pri- 
mary school, nor the 139 students in 
the night school and cooking classes 
in town. There is said to be a very 
pressing need at Tuskegee for more 
buildings and additional equipment. 
The sum necessary for such improve. 
ment is placed at $100,000. Last year 
the total receipts of the institution 
were $341,401, the bulk of which was 
raised through the personal efforts of 
President Washington. While greatly 
encouraged by the generous support 
he has received, the great negro edu- 
cator points out.that with an adequate 
endowment fund he could devote his 
undvided attention to the work of the 
institution, thereby bringing it up to 
a much higher degree of efficiency. 
As matters now stand, he is required 
to devote too much of his time and 
energies to soliciting spasmodic con- 
tributions throughout the country. If 
his past splendid success in raising 
needed funds be a criterion, President 
Washington ought not to be greatly 
troubled to secure the endowment fund 
desired. His plan will commend itself 
to all friends of the commendable 
work to which he is so devoted. 
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Vindicating Malthus. 
A writer in The New York Mail and 


tion that this mundane sphere will 
have filled chock up with humanity in 
just 189 years, and he gives the un- 
mendacious figures to prove it—fig- 
ures which he observes are “some- 
thing awful.” However wild his con- 
clusion, his statistical reasoning is 
not uninteresting. 

For a century or more the annual 
increase of population for the whole 
world has been at the ratio of 1 per 
cent. Should the same ratio continue 
for the future, seventy years hence 
we shall have a yearly increase of 
32,000,000, against 16,000,000 at the 
present time, and 140 years from now 
it will be 64,000,000, or nearly the pop- 
ulation of the United States every 
twelve months. The increase is by 
geometrical progression, and at a 
yearly ratio of 1 per cent this means 
a doubling of the total population in 
seventy years. 

Proceeding to the problem of hu- 
man subsistence, this writer calls at- 
tention to the fact that the highest 
estimate of arable land for the whole 
world is only 28,000,000 of square 
miles. This area will support 500 in- 
habitants to the square mile in the 
tropics, where six-tenths of the land 
lies, and 200 per square mile in the 
temperate zones. After allowing for 
the difference in area, fertility, human 
capacity for work, etc., it is reckoned 
that the average number of people 
who can subsist per square mile for 
the whole earth is 380. By this line of 
mathematical logic it is figuréd out 
that this planet will be taxed to its 
utmost capacity of human support 
when its population reaches 10,640,- 
000,000. The present population of 
the globe is placed at 1,600,000,000, 
and at the ratio of increase given the 
population limit will be reached in 
A. D. 2091—189 years from now. 

This is vindicating Malthus with a 
vengeance; but long before the period 
of uncomfortable overcrowding ar- 
rives, it is fair to presume that the 
most prolific sections of the globe, 
now denominated uncivilized, will 
have advanced far enough on the 
pathway of civilization to adopt a few 
Malthusian precautions against over- 
stocking the family. France, for ex- 
ample, has taken Malthus so seriously 
that she has curtailed her human in- 
crease to one-third of 1 per cent an- 
nually, and French statesmanship is 
considering ways and means to raise 
the ratio, and jealously safeguarding 
babyhood. Then, again, improvement 
in inventions is to be reckoned with 
as a population curtailer. The auto- 
mobile has given us some suggestions 
of fatality possibilities along this line, 
and by the year 2000 there is every 
reason to hope that every man will 
own or be able to hire a flying ma- 
chine. Such an invention will do 
much to allay any surplus population 
fears, and there will be other homi- 
cidal inventions, to say nothing of the 
time-tried reduction remedies of war 
and microbes. , 

On the whole, this sensational stat- 
istician does not alarm us. This 
world is many times 189 years old and 
has always worried along without los- 
ing much sleep over a population prob-

This great staple crop of 
the south; so. vital a factor in her past 
development, promises, through its 
enlarged uses, to far surpass its an- 
cient prestige agriculturally, while in- 
dustrially it has wrought a revolution 
of ‘national scope. No longér can tex- 
tile manufacturing alone be linked to 
cotton production. By the transplant- 
ing of the cotton mill from the north- 
east to the southeast, this section won 
@ national victory, too long deferred: 
but the victory doeg not stop there, 
thanks to the wonderful possibilities 
of King Cotton. This fact is accentu- 
ated by recent statistics presented by 
The Manufacturers’ Record, from 
which we learn that during the third 
quarter of the present year—usually a 
very quiet period for oil mill construc- 
tion—plans wére made for thirty new 
Mills in nine states of the south, with 
a total capitalization of $1,447,600. 

Of this capitalization, Alabama, with 
$300,000, can boast the lion’s share, to 
be represented in three mills. North 
Carolina comes second, with $292,000,

folk, Va.; the location of several ad- 
ditional plants by the Buckeye Cotton 
Oil Company, controlled by large soap 
manufacturers of Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
the organization by Ft. Worth, Tex., 
capitalists of a cotton oil company for 
East St. Louis. one uf the by-undertak- 
ings of which is to feed Texas beef 
cattle. 

At the rate new oil mills are being 
built and their kindred industries pro- 
moted throughout the south, cotton 
seed promises to be at.a premium most 
gratifying to the farmer, who already 
has an object in raising the staple for 
its seed, something undreamed of a 
few years ago. Already there is a 
good deal of a scramble for the seed by 
the mill men.

. Central railroad, was in Atlanta yester- 


day. On being asked by a representative 
of The Constitution about the new sched 
yle of the Central railroad, by which At- 
janta is to be given early morning connec- 
tion with all points on the southwestern 


'! @ivision of the Central, Mr, Egan said: 


“IT am now engaged in the rearrange- 
ment.of our schedules to the end of mak- 
ing connection at Macon with the early 
morning trains which now leave Macon 
for all points alogz the southwestern di- 
vision of our system. I cannot say ex- 
actly at this time at what hour the new 
train will. leave Atlanta, because I must 
frst hear from our connections at Bir- 
mingham and other points. I have al- 
ready taken the matter up with them and 
expect to reach a conclusion in the course 
of a few days. I can only say now that 
the new schedule will take effect on the 
same day that the Southern establishes 
fts new fast mail schedule between New 
York and New Orleans, November 2. This 
connection at Atlanta will put the eastern 
mail to the points in southwest Georgia 
and southeastern Alabama at an early 
hour in the morning and will give the peo- 
ple of that section the best mail schedule 
they have ever enjoyed. We now have 
two trains leaving Macon shortly before 
4o’clock in the morning, these trains mak- 
ing immediate connection with the night 
train that comes up from Savannah. At- 
Janta will now be given a similar connec- 
tion at Macon with these trains. It will 
be @ great convenience to Atlanta, and I 
am glad to be in a position to respond 
affirmatively to the action of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, asking for this 
connection.

Boston, October 17.—(Special Corre- 
spondence).—Another of Boston’s historic 
buildings, a landmark which residents of 
the Hub have pointed to with pride for 
many years, is soon to be razed and a 
modern office building erected on its site. 
This is the famous Hancock tavern on 
Corn court, a narrow thoroughfare run- 
ning from State street. It was first 
opened as a tavern by Samuel Cole in 
March, 1634, and has since 1795 been in the 
possession of the Duggan family. It 
received the name of the Hancock tavern 
in 1780, when John Hancock, the famous 
patriot, was elected governor of Massa- 
chusetts. 

During the days immediately preceding 
the revolution ft was a favorite meéting 
place of the patriots, and all through 
the revolutionary period it was utilized 
for that purpose, 

Many of the original features of the 
old building have been preserved, and it 
was only forty years ago that the old 
sign was taken down, principally  be- 
cause it was no longer safe, so time 
worn had it become. 

In many respects the interior was like 
an old country inn in England. The 
rooms were low studded and the wood- 
work dingy with old age; the windows 
were square and narrow paned and the 
numerous stairways narrow and tortuous, 
as were the hallways. In the main room 
on the-first floor was held many a meet- 
ing in the old days, and even in the 
strict puritan times there was good cheer 
to be found there. Famous men of Bos- 
ton and the country have met there, and 
the low-ceiled room has often resounded 
with the rollicking songs and bright 
toasts of festive gatherings. Here, too, 
were sung the songs of the Sons of Lib- 
erty in bold defiance to British ears, and 
here, too, many a plot against King 
George and the British crown was 
hatched. 

For a number of years preceding 1897 
the building was unoccupied, but since 
it has been again the old Hancock tavern 
and has been a favorite place of enter- 
tainment. 

Edward Hale’s Fiftieth Anniversary. 

Edward Everett Hale and his aged wife 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
their marriage this week. Boston's grand 
old man and Mrs, Hale observed the 
event in a quiet mannér, although the 
Hale mansion in Roxbury was crowded 
with friends, relatives and well-wishers 
all day long. Dr. Hale .was the recipient 
of hundreds of congraulary telegrams 
from every part of the world. Evidently 
the author of ‘““The Man Without a Coun- 
try”’ is beloved not only by Bostonians 
but by all good Americans as well. Among 
the visitors from Worcester, where. in 
1846, Dr. Hale had his first pastorate, 
were Senator and Mrs. Hoar. They pre- 
sented a gold service, a pitcher, bow! and 
spoon holder, Senator Hoar was at the 
wedding of Dr. and Mrs. Hale. 

Rely on E. T. Land Co. Principle. 


The Old Dominion Copper Mining and 
Smelting Company has prought two mee 
in equity in the supreme judicial court 
against A. 8. Bigelow, former president 
of the company, who with the then man- 
agement was ousted from the control 
of the properties at the annual meeting 
last spring. Mr. Bigelow's property was 
attached, but he has filed a bond for 
$£00,000 and this has released the attach- 
ment. The first suit is to recover 30,000 
shares of the company’s stock, or the 
proceeds thereof, which stock was deliv- 
ered to President Bigclow and Leonard 
Lewisohn, a director, now deceased, os- 
tensibly as a payment for four mining 
claims held by these individuals. The 
clams are located in Arizona, but are 
net cortiguous to the Old Dominion mine. 
The transfer was made July 12, 1895, one 
day subsequent to the election of Messrs. 
Bigelow and Lewischn. The claims have 
not been developed, but the present mar- 
agement of the company alleges . that 
they have only a nominal value. Thic 
second bill is brought to recover 20,000 
shares of Old Dominion stock, or the pro- 
ceeds there, this stock having been de- 
livered to the same parties for promoters’ 
fees and for expenses in connection with 
the organization of the company in 1895. 
When ihe present company was organ- 
ined 1t acquired mining property at a cost 
not exceeding $1,000,000, and $500,000 in cash 
was put jnto the treasury, making a total 
of approximately $1,500,000. The original 
eyndicate took 80,000 shares of stock in 
payment for the property, and 20,000 
shares were sold to the public at the 
par value, $25 a chare. Then 50,000 shares 
were disposed of as alleged in the Dill for 
which restituticn is demanded. It is 
understood that the books of the com- 
pany show how the stock was distribut‘d 
and that there is no dispute as to facts. 
The questions to be decided relate to the 
legal authority of the directors to dispose 
of the stock in the manner stated, and 
to the value received for the same.

Arbuckle, after he had found that the 
machine worked satisfactorily in his cof- 
fee plants, conceived the idea of putting 
up sugar in bags; that he secured favor- 
able rates from the trust for large quan- 
tities of sugar to be packed by him and 
sold in bags; that after a while the trust 
realized that Mr. Arbuckle was making 
a mint of money out of the sugar s0 
handled and abolished the discounts; 
and that the war resulted. But the pub- 
lic has been in the dark coricerning the 
most important step in the events lead- 
ing to the great commercial conflict, and 
here it is now told for the first time.

- NOT WORRIED BY STRIKE : 


This Burglar Was Not Wise to His 


Job, and When He Cut Out a 
' Pipe He Was Overcome by 
Gas and Easily Caught 
at His Game.

Chicagé, September 18.—(Special.)—One 
beneficent effect of the great anthracite 
strike—outside of the fact that it is set- 
tled—has been the awakening of the pub- 
lic to the fact that it must not depend 
entirely upon coal for its fuel. Necessity 
has stimulated the invention of substi- 
tutes, such as the briquettes 
coal dust, ordinary earth and saw dust, 
peat and bricks soaked in petroleum. 
Here in Chicago the thrifty poor, who 
have no money to buy coal at any price, 
have solved the problem by tearing up the 
cedar block pavements. In a number of 
streets in the poorer quarters the pave- 
ments are still there, but they have been 
transferred to the cellars of the inhabi- 
tants thereabouts. The strike has cre- 
ated a tremendous demand for oil stoves, 
gas heaters and soft coal burners. Chi- 
cago depends largely upon the natural 
gas fields of Indjana for fuel and light, 
the gas being piped many miles from the 
parent source and sold at a lower rate 
than the ordinary illuminating gas man- 
ufactured from charcoal carbon. 

Coast Not Affected. 

During all this hurrah about the lack 
Of coal the people of the Pacific coast 
have gone compiacently about their busi- 
ness with an utter disregard of the out- 
come. They are supplied with coal from 
Wales, which is carried across the ocean 
and set down in their coa] sheds at 
$16.50 a ton for the best quality of anthra- 
cite. Thus the Californians, who have no 
coal of their own, can buy all they want 
at $16.50 a ton, while the people of Chi- 
cago, living within a stone’s throw of 
mines containing millions of bushels, can- 
not buy it at any price. 

One of the stirring features of the 
famine was the theft this week of four 
and @ hajf tons of anthracite from the 
street in broad daylight. While the driver 
was in a saloon hoisting a crock of beer 
some burglar with a fine eye for business 
mounted the wagon and drove away. The 
horses and “wazon were found the follow- 
ing day, but there is no trace of the coal. 

Burglar in a Death Trap. 

Speaking of burglars recalls the retri- 
butive justice which overcame a thief this 
week. He entered a vacant house with 
the laudabie intention of making off with 
all the lead pipe in sight. Starting mer- 
riily upon his task, he first cut the largest 
pipe in sight and the volume of gas which 
burst out overcame him and he could not 
escape from the house. When the police 
found him he was almost dead and at 
the hospital it was said he could not re- 
cover. it is generaily agreed that he was 
a bungling amateur. The ordinary Chi- 
cago burglar would not only have escaped 
with the plumbing, but would have stoien 
thé gas and gas fixtures as well. 

Burglars who looted the elegant home 
of S. F. Lee in Belden avenue this week 
amused themselves by playing ping pong 
in the dining room and playing rag-time 
on the piano before departing with their 
plunder. Mr. Lee did not se’ much mind 
the loss of his valuables as he did the 
dirty finger marks on the piano and the 
cigarette stubs strewn all over his home, 

Indiana Divorce Statistics. 

Official statistics given out in Indiana 
this week show that of the marriages in 
that state 13 per cent are followed by 
divorce. During the year ended June 30, 
1902, a total of 26,914 marriage licenses 
were issued, and in the same period 3,553 
divorces were granted. It must be 
borne in mind that the Gretna Green 
no longer exists at Jeffersonville, 
these divorces cannot be attributed to 
hasty marriages or runaway matches. 
Since the abolition of the marriage mill 
at Jeffersonville, the marriages in Clark 
county have decreased more than one- 
half, These figures do not take into ac- 
count the large number of persons who 
wender away or live apart after mar- 
riage, but simply represent the legal sep- 
arations which are recorded in the courts.

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CESSION OF DANISH ISLANDS. 


Treaty May Fail, but United States 
Will Get Them. ; 
Washington, October 18.—Advices here, 
while not fully confirming the private re- 
port circulated in the Danish West In- 
dies to the effect that the chances are 
against the acceptance of the Danish 
rigsdag of the treaty of cession to the 
United States, make it appear that the 
state of the pending treaty is really very 
une n. It is said that so narrow is 
the line of division between the parties 
in the rigsdag that the approval of the 
treaty practically depends upon the state 
of health of one or two members, and it 
is intimated that if the measure is to 
succeed at this session the government 
must press it to a vote before one of 
the convalescents is able to return to his 
executive duties and cast an adverse 
vote. 

Nevertheless, even should the move- 
ment toward ¢ession fa.. at this meeting 
of the rigsdag. it is not doubted that in 
the very rear future the islands must be- 
come the property of the United States. 
It cannot be too clearly stated, however. 
that the United States government has 
not the slightest idea of using compulsion 
to this end, being well satisfied that the 
people of Denmark will be eventually 
moved by purely economic lines to dis- 
pose of the islands.

Prospects for a southern race track +»? 
claim 2 national trotting record are bright 
if George Ketcham, owner of Cresceus, 
is to Ww believed. Cresceus goes against 
his own mark of 2:02 on: Thursday. Dan 
Patch will attempt to lower the pacing 
record of 1:59% the next afternoon. 
Ketcham believes: that, weather and track 
being favorable, both champions will suc- 
céed in clipping fractions off their ree- 

ords. In all the long list of records that 
are enrolled on the pages of harness horse 
history. none have been made over south- 
ern tracks. Yankee, trotting under saddic 
in 1806, made his mark in the north. Flora 
Temple, Dexter, Goldsmith Maid, Rarus, 
St. Julian, the immortal Maud 8., famous 
Jay Eye See, Sunol, and the first of the 
pneumatic champions, Nancy Hanks, 
Alix, The Abbot and Cresceus, al! step- 
ped against their marks and set the new 
notch over courses north of the Mason 
and Dixon line. For this reason and the 
reason that Tennessee and Kentucky have 
supplied the world with many champions, 
southerners in particular will watch the 
flight of Cresceus and Dan Patch against 
time here with particular fmterest. 

In prophesying the two-minute trotter, 
Ketcham is modest and states that ne 
will be satisfied if Cresceus clips off a 
fraction of a second. Ketcham presents 
in facts and figures exactly what will be 
required of the champion tc lower his 
present mark. In trotting the mile In 
2:02% over the Columbus, Ohio, track, a 
year ago, the great stallion maintained 
an average speed of a fraction more than 


_43 feet per second. This seems incredible, 


but figures do not lie and Ketcham fig- 
ures it out. Cresceus’ stride is 21 feet and 
6 inches, so it will be seen that he made 
two complete strides per second when 
he made the record at Columbus. Under 
the same conditions, if Cresceus can 
quicken each stride one-two hundred and 
forty-fifin part of a second he will ciip 
one-half 2 second from nis present recore. 
which will give the Memphis track the 
world’s mark of 2:01%. 

“I think that Cresceus will be equal tu 
the task,’’ said Mr. Ketcham, after rai- 
ing Cresceus a mile over a soft track 
here in better than 2:10. ‘““l have been 
accused of holding Cresceus back in most 
of my attempts this year to lower his 
present mark, but such is not the caze. 
The horse has not reached the form he 
showed last year until recently. He is 
now in perfect trim and if the weather 
and track is good there will be no ex- 
cuse offered should he fail to give the 
south and Memphis the world’s record.’’

“The awful task. of trotting a mile in 
iwo minutes is not conceivable to’ my 
mind.

The trotting meeting which closed today 
was one of the most successful in the 
history of the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association. The last week of 
racing was most successful from a time 
standpoint and two world’s records were 
broken. 

The winner of the classic Walnut Hall 
cup turned up in the brown gelding, Nut- 
bearer, by Kate Standard, by Standard 
Bearer. The gelding is owned by J. E. 
Hubibger, of New Haven, Conn., one of 
the biggest plungers on the grand circuit, 
and was bought by him from Will Hukill] 
together with Baron de Shay, for $4,000. 
Nutbearer was bred in Bourbon county. 
He was troubled with muscular lafneness 
both in his five and six-year-old form, 
the trouble resting in the right hip. He 
has been trained by W. O. Foote, the 
Texas reinsman, who enjoys the unbeaten 
record of having won two Transylvanias 
and the Walnut Hal] cup, something no 
other driver has ever done. Foote started 
him late in his t-year-old form through 
the Texas circuit, where he had ah un- 
beaten record of seven straight wins.

Berlin, October 18.—Public opinion is

alone were in it. Now that his children 
make their presence felt in that direction, 
hardly anyone will be safe against prose- 
cution for some inoffensive remark borne 
by the imperial family’s persistent han- 
kering for advertising. You must know 
that the names of the kaiser, kaiserin, 
the imperial princes and the little princess 
are dragged in everywhere, their press 
agents, official and voluntary, insist upon 
ramming them down the public throat, 
yet if the people’s palate “shows the 
slightest sign of indigestion or flatulen- 
cy,’ as Eugene Richter, the parliamen- 
tarian, once put it, presto, the state 
steps in and claps the offender into jail 
for from six weeks to six years. Yester- 
day Franz Hinrichs, a reputable cheese 
maker in Elbing, was sentenced to six 
weeks in jail for stating to a friend that 
lz-year-o.d Prince Joachim was an epilep- 
tic and looked it—both of which is per- 
fectly true. On the same day Paul Roth- 
ert, a Greiswald artisan, was sent to 
jail for eighteen months because he 
thought the emperor was more concerned 
for his barons than for the common peo- 
ple. Robert leaves a_ sick wife and 
twelve small children unprovided for, 
yet the state had proposed to send him 
up for five years.

Leonardvo Da Vinci’s War Machines. 


The report that the Russians now pos- 
sess new fangled war machines capable 
of sweeping down whole regiments won't 
let the emperor rest and he gave orders 
to submit, at the earliest possible oc- 
casion, the drawings and specifications 
of the war machines constructed by Leon- 
ardvo Da Vinci for Caesare Borgia, son 
ot Pope Alexander VI, who was one of 
the greatest generals of his time. Vinci 
was not only famous as painter, sculptor 
and architect, but likewise as military en- 
gineer. Among other war machines he 
constructed the famous Carroccio of Mi- 
lan used to mow down with sickels large 
bodies of foot and horse and that after a 
victorious battle was run across the field 
to finish the wounded. The kaiser thinks 
the Carroccio a good model to build upon. 
Made over into an automobile and armed 
with cannon and electricity, it ought to 
destroy whole armies, he says. William’s 
idea is not new. Napoleon the Great con- 
ceived it and brought Vinci's plans and 
specitications from Milan to Paris, but 
in those days dynamite and. electricity 
were unknown and nothing came of the

Berlin, October 18.—There is no room 
for doubt that since the conclusion of 
the autumn army maneuvers the kaiser 
has been giving practically his whvole 
attention to his navy. A week or two 
ago I referred in this correspondence to 
the steady and rapid progress being madc 
in the formation of the powerful naval 
équipment under the act of 1900. It now 
appears that while this progress, gen- 
erally speaking, is all that the empercr 
could desire, especially in the matter of 
construction of new war vesseis, he has 
determined to develop new types of cruis- 
ers and battle ships with novel arma- 
ment. 

It was announced a few days ago that 
tre kaiser had summoned to attend him 
at his farm in Cadienem his former min- 
ister of marine, Admiral von Hollman, 
who is a naval expert of more then na- 
tional celebrity, and Herr Busley, the 
great theoretical naval architect of the 
Technical University of Zeis, who is also 
the owner of the Shichau ship-building 
works. Other naval experts later joincd 
these, and there have been many reporis 
of plans preparing to add to the German 
navy several craft that will open the eyes 
of the naval authorities of other na- 
tions. 

I have it on excellent authority that the 
kaiser has not left out of his calculations 
American shipbuilders in this conference; 
in fact, that an agent of Cramp & Co., of 
Philadelphia, has pleyed quite a large 
part in the discussions. It is even said 
that the kaiser hes ordered, or is about 
to order, one or more vessels from this 
company. 

It 1s known in German naval circles that 
the emperor was deeply interested in the 
trials of the warship which the Cramps 
turned out for the British navy. The 
tests to which this vessel was put were 
unusually severe and were met with easc. 
Some say that the emperor at once openr- 
ed negotiations with the American build- 
ers. 

It is impossible to learn in what espe- 
tial feature the kaiser’s new warship will 
prove unique. This is a secret that is 
closely guarded. 


German manufacturers are hearing with 
great glee nowadays that British import- 
ers of American goods are finding diffi- 
culty in getting their supplies regularly 
and in sufficient quantity. This mears 
that the home market in the United States 
Gs absorbing the output, and means, fur- 
ther, a prospect of still greater pros- 
perity for the Germans. As a matier of 
fact, Germany’s prospects from an indus- 
trial standpoint were never brighter than 
at present. She is naturally a poor coun- 
try in respect to natural resources, but 


Manufacturers of automobiles are much 
disappointed over the result of the Rus- 
sian ariry maneuvers, which condemn 
those vehicles for use in military operu- 
tions in that country. The circumstances 
of the trials, hewever, furnished a great 
deal of enlightenment respecting the 
roads in the czar’s domain, which will 
serve to dispel existing illusions of auto- 
mobile makers who count on the patron- 
age of Russia. 

Not only the army but individuals can 
derive very little benefit from automobil- 
ing in that almost roadless country. Not 
only are the tracks which pass for roads 
mostly ir. miserable condition, but rivers 
and smaller streams are numerous and 
crossed by the most treacherous and ram- 
shackle bridges. 


The correspondence of the late queen of 
the Eelgians, published in Vienna news- 
papers, has been read here with great in- 
terest, and naturally without enhancing 
the previous reputation of King Leopold 
in this country. There is indignation yet 
over his treatment of his daughter, the 
Countcss Lonyay, at the queen's funeral, 
when he practically drove her away from 
the Lier. 

Countess Lonyey is therefore applaudcd 
for her determination to erect a monu- 
ment to her royal mother in the grounds 
of Hetzendorf castle, near Vienna. The 
permission of the Austrian emperor will 
have to be gained, but doubtless there wiil 
be no difficulty about this, as Franz Jo- 
sevph is incensed over the treatment re- 
ceived in Brussels by the woman who was 
once the wife and widow of his son, Arch- 
duke Rudolph. 

Incidentally, almost the Jast vestige of 
the emperor's displeasure over his daugh- 
ter in law’s love match with Count Lon- 
yay has disappeared, and she is once 
more in high favor at the Austrian court.

NEGLIGENCE OF OFFICIALS 
WITH THE STATE FINANCES 
Special Cable—Copyright, 1902. 
_ Bucharest, October 18.—The minister of 
finance has issued a decree warning all 
ministers and other administrative bodies 
“to stop their notorious negligence and 
disorder with regard to state finances and 
henceforth use the public money for no 
other purposes than those assigned by 
parliament and law.” The decree, framed 
in the severest language, created another 
panic and a rigid investigation is demand- 
ed. Under pressure of public opinion, the 
minister of finance admitted, in addition, 
that he found twenty-five public treas- 
ures ‘maladministered, the funds appro- 
priated for certain improvements not be- 
ing used as ordered, but, instead, squan- 
dered on experiments or for the personal 
benefit of state officials. The forestry 
fund, for instance, has been eaten up 
for twenty years by the “personal ex- 
penses’’ of officials entrusted with it, the 
gentlemen expending the money “for 
travels of inspection, hotel bills, carriage 
money,” etc., instead of for planting trees 
and irrigating the land. The minister of 
public domains is charged with wasting 
hundreds of thousands of francs because 
he was too lazy to cut the coupons from 
the consols placed at his disposal and al- 
lowed the time for their redemption to ex- | 
pire. This is only one of the consequences 
of aristocratic rule, made possible by 
withholding the franchise from thhe 
masses.

TALKS OF 


AMERICANS IN EUROPE 


HE friends in Atlanta of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Conklin are giving 


[ them a cordial welcome on their 
recent return from a nine-months’ visit 


to Europe, and their extensive tour, 
which reached up into Norway and down 
into the Orient they make an interesting 
subject of description. 

Mrs. Conklin knows what the women 
like to hear who ask her of her travels, 
and so she dwells upon the fashions and 
fashion center of Europe and upon the 
people, especially Americans, with whom 
she came in contact. 

‘In Europe Americans are to be met 
with everywhere,” she said. ‘There are 
more travelers among our own country- 
men and countrywomen than from any 
other nation apparently, and they are 
always easily to be recognized. At the 
hotels and in the cafes and amusement 
places they may be seen and heard at 
al) times talking about the last place they 
visited, and how they were treated there 


are willing to spand money in reason, 
but they take it as a right to air their 
opinions afterwards when they think they 
have not had the worth of their money. 
They know how to travel, however, and 
how to dress for it. Only among the 
Americans do you see the thick-soled 
walking shoes and sensible walking suits, 
and the Americans are always neat and 
chic in appearance. 

“While abroad, we were constantly 
meeting with the same American parties. 
All follow out practically the same routes 
and visit the same places of interest, and 
so it is only natural that our excursions 
should frequently cross or coincide. There 
was one crowd of school girls with their 
teachers whom we met in every corner 
of Europe, and a very lively and amus- 
ing party they were. 

“Americans seem to have a mania for 
European travel, and then there is an- 
other element of Americans abroad who 
prefer to live there. The method of trave}| 
and of living among these latter is, of 
course, entirely different from that of the 
tourists. and to the hotels, etc., the tour- 
ists are the much less preferable class. 

At the Swiss Lakes. 

“During. the tourists’ season at a place 
there is constent coming and going and 
confusion. When that reriod of unrest 
is over, there ¢an be experienced the real 
joys of a European pleasure resort. 

“At the Swiss lakes, for instance, there 
is a continual bustle and noisy hurry- 
ing to and fro that prevents the visitor 
there from learning the real innate benu- 
ty and delight of tie place until the 
‘“transients’’ have taken their departure. 
Then, there is a charming cosmopolitan 
gayety in which the Americans play a 
prominent part. Among the distinguish- 
ed people at Interlachen when we were 
there, Senator Chauncey Depew and his 
bride were interesting figures. Mrs. De- 
pew seemed very quiet and retiring amd 
was seldom seen in the hotel’s reception 
rooms. The more exclusive Europeans 
and Americans abroad prefer not to fre- 
quent the public apartments at a hotel. 


Mr. Depew secmed to have no such preju-

dices, however, and with his sister in 
law, who seemed. to share his independent 
ideas, mingled freely with the other peo- 
ple in the hotel. 

“We were in Paris before the opening 
of the fall fashion. seagon.. Au- 
gust is the month when all the 
American buyers are there, and the mil- 
linéry and dressmaking houses are Over- 
run with these busy purchasers. Aljll 
the styles and materials shown afe for 
Americans. When, the. Parisian season 
opens there will be an entirely different 
set both of styles and materials, which 
is rather discouraging to Americans at 
home, but patrioti¢ French perhaps. In 
London, too, Atmeticans are hampered 
sometimes in tieir shopping. I saw 4 
beautiful sealskin eoat—a model which I 
wished to buy. The skin had not been 
stamped for Amerisan importation, how- 
ever, before it was made into the coat, 
and so I. was told by the house that 
Jt would not be’ wise to attempt to bring 
it into this country. 


The Sightseeing Standpoint. 

“From the sightseeing standpoint we 
were rather hampered in London,, be- 
cause preparations. were at their height 
for the first appointed coronation day. 
Even Westminster abbey was covered 
by a wooden frame work, the glasses were 
removed from shop windows and seats 
inserted for viewing the coronation pa- 
rade, and all London wag similarly dis- 
figured, 

“Our tour in the’ Orient we found full 
of interest, as everybody does, for it is 
another people and another world. It 
is a world where most things seem the 
reversal of the facts and conditions 
among Europeans, even to the contrast 
between the men’s and the women’s 
dressing. The sober colors on the streets 
are worn by the women and the men 
monopolize the brightness and gayety of 
attire. 

“In the Orient the Koran is ever on 
the lips of the people. Evefybody studies 
it, and especially at the university at 
Alexandria were we impressed with the 
absorption of the eastern people in it. 
The students there, who\ spend all their 
time studying it, are utterly oblivious, 
as they sit cross-legged upon the floor 
swaying while they repeat it in a mur 
mur, of anything about them. They spend 
all their time at it and most of them, 
when they are sufficiently versed in it, 
become teachers of it at salaries that 
seldom mount to $500 a year and are 
usually a few cents a day. 

“The trip I enjoyed most of all was 
the Norwegian. For several weeks we 
cruised about the coast in a most com- 
fortable yacht. the passengers a conge- 
nial one hundred or so. In and out the 
flords we sailed, some of them wide 
enough only to allow the entrance of the 
yacht and yet deep enough for naviga- 
tion. A beautiful wooded country it is, 
and most interesting. We left the yacht 
many times and visited the villages on 
the coast and saw something of the life 
there. It was day throughout the trip 
4nd physically tiresome in consequence, 
dificult to sleep. But 
the beauty and interest of the trip was 
quite compensating, 

“There is more to see in Rome than 
anywhere else, I think, and the weeks 
we spent there seemed more uate 
than the time we spent anywhere elise. 
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Yet the timg we gaye to Rome 
delightfully and valuably filled.

A smart coat and skirt are made of dark 
blue cyDdeline, trimmed with heavy bands 
of velvet In the same shade, the coat, one 
of those baggy, blouse affairs with long 
atole ends of velvet. The disadvantage 
of the weight of the cloth is more than 
met by its warmth, for. it is almost equal 
to fur, and very soft and plilable. Its 
greatest disadvantage ig its clumsiness, 
for it is thick and loose-woven. 


In soft shades of tan and brown the 
material has a particularly happy effect, 
and one of the smartest models brought 
from the other side fg a loose-fitting coat 
that hangs straight in the kimona effect 
that Is so popular now. The materia] is 
soft, fawn colored cybeline, like a fine 
leopard skin. The cuffs, collars and revers 
are made of green velvet with an em- 
broidered design in white silk. Tne 
revers extend straight down the front 
of this uncommonly chic wrap. The hat 
worn with this suit is worth more than a 
glance. It comes from one of the best 
Paris houses and is a model of smart 
simplicity. Linings are almost unvarying- 
ly in white satin, irrespective of the ouf- 
side scheme of color. Any one who has 
the courage to undertake the construction 
of one of these kimona coats might obtain 
very satisfactory results, for the lines 
and composition are simple in the ex- 
treme, and one needs but an accurate 
eye to copy the new shapes. The popular, 
soft fabrics, too, are an additional ad- 
vantage, for they are easy to handle. An 
evening coat may be very easily built 


on the plan of the simple wraps for prac- 
tical wear, the lighter weight broad cloths 
and the novelty cloths being used. Velvet 
is employed occasionally for these coats, 
but the preference is for heavy, lustrous 
silks and satins, almost universally black. 
The all-black look is relieved in most of 
the modeis by huge collars and cuffs of 
white lace, white satin lining, and revers 
of white or of Dresden silk or Persian 
embroidery. 

An uncommon dress wrap is made with 
a fuil skirt of accordeon pleated white lib- 
erty gauze, over pink sik, with large loose 
sleeves ‘gathered into wide cuffs of coarse 
lace, and. a po!nted cape that hangs well 
over the arms, and half way down to the 
knees.

The’ extreme blouse effect is still the 
mode. <A smart coat is of Tough, tan 
gccds of soft texture, flecked with dark- 
er shades, like a leopard’s skin, feced and 
trimmed with velvet in a Carker shade, 
daintily owtlined with white silk and 
Silver gimp. The front @®f the coat ends 
at the very low waisf line, over a soft 
velvet belt, and the coat skirt is three- 
quarters length and ample. The sleeves

A dark cloth flounced gown, wil?ich 
comes from the establisiment of one of 
the great Paris makers of fashion, has an 
eccentric coat of absolutely new «ut. The 
three, capes extending over the shoulders 
end in a pointed pelerine in the back, 
almost down to the waist line. The blouse 
Shaped front is straight and simple, with 
i¢s made of braided cord, and a narrow 
fiat collar of fine ‘ace finishes the neck. 
Zhe sleeve is absclutely flat, with triple 
flaps of the cloth fastened with buttons. 
It looks a good dea] )ike a fish's fin, 
but [ft is extremely stylish. The material 
is dark green cloth, which is extremely 
fashionable this season, trimmed with 
harrow folds of brilliant pvlaid silk. The 
Styie is one of the most sirikins of the 
season, and the great name attached to 
it will make it popular among the wealthy, 
at any rate. The three-quarter coats 
make serviceable garments in black, and 
are charming for evening wear in white 
or light shades of cloth or satin. Pale 
blue is very popular, and the faint. pretty 
shades are very much used.

UNCANNY SEQUEL COMES 
TO A WRITER'S DEATH 


Special Correspondence. 

London, October %$.—There was more 
than a touch of the uncanny about the 
death of Lionel Johnson, the young writer 
of promise who died tn a London hospital 
last Saturday, after having been picked 
up unconscious In Fleet street a few days 
before. He ia the latest to meet his 
death of those who have occupied a cer- 
tain suite of rooms which !s said to be 

“haunted.” The alleged ghostly happen- 
Ings In these rooms made something of a 
sensation in London about @ vear ago. 
Door were said to have opened and shut 
without visible assistance, and when the 
floor of the apartment most affected by 
the epirit was covered with powdered 
chalk, the prénts of what seemed like a 
great claw were found, though a watch 
had been kept to make sure that no per- 
thing entered left the room. 
Since Lionel Johnson's death, it has been 
stated that some fatality or other has 
overtaken every other person who has 
lived in the chambers. 

The element of weirdness in Johnson's 
end is heightened by the circumstance 
that he in a way foretold his own fate 
fn a poem that did much to establish his 
position as a versifier. It was an ode 
to two friends of his, brothers, who fell 
in South Africa, and contained the lnes:

Son 


“You wait; I walt; a little while we wait, 
And then the wide flung gate.” 


Johnson, who was only 3%, had a brfl- 
liant university career and almost imme- 
diately on leaving took a considerable po- 
sition by means of a remarkable book on 
‘‘The Art of Thomas Hardy.” His poems 
increased his reputation and he wags re- 
garded as one of the most promising of 
the younger English writers. 

Henri de Blowitz, The London Times’ 
famous and picturesque Paris correspond- 
ent, has finally decided to surrender to 
the eye trouble which has been annoying 
him for so long and he will resign at the 
end of the year, being succeeded by Wil- 
liam LIavino, another veteran member of 
The Times’ staff. Another of the more 
important of the London journals has 
changed its correspondent in one of the 
principal continental capitals, for the rea- 
son that he sent to the home office some 
plain truths about the sultan of Turkey, 
and they were printed. The proprietor 
of tite paper is one of those travelers who 
have come within the magic circle of the 


@ultan’s personal charm and have been 
his ardent defenders ever after—for the 
sultan, more than any other ruler of 
today, has the trick of hypnotizging 
guests. When the newspaper proprietor 
laid eyes on the correspondent’s article he 
ordered that the unhappy man’s head 
should be removed instantly. ‘The corre- 
spondent happened to be an uncommonly 
good man, but that made no difference. 

What indicates better than any figures 
the extent of Andrew Carnegie’s present 
distribution of funds for libraries is the 
fact that he has been ‘obliged to Install 
quite a large force of clerks at Skibo 
Castle to keep track of them. However, 
the figures relating to the Scotch mil- 
lionaire’s literary disbursements are im- 
pressive enough. They show that Mr. 
Carnegie’s gifts now amount to about 
$120,000 a week, or that he bestows eight 
libraries a week at $15,000 each. which 
means that on the cause of free literature, 
the steel king is now spending about 
$5,000,000 a year. 

Evidently George Moore's intense Irish 
patriotic impulses were not appeased by 
his recent effort to resusciate the Gaclic 
tongue. He now urges it upon his brother 
Irish writers as a duty that thev should 
have their books printed in Dublin, In- 
stead of in London or Edinburgh. main- 
taining that in this way a profitable Irish 
industry could be established. Among the 
sons of the Emerald Isle to whom Moore 
addresses his plea is Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, who, he says, “although he does 
not describe Irish scenery or Irish char- 
acter, is a member of the Irish. Literary 
Society, and has always regarded himself 
as an Irishman.”’ 

The present month brings with if a de- 
cidedly interesting centenary—that of the 
renowned “Edinburgh Review.”’ It was 
in October, 1802, that Francis Jeffrey and 
the young writers associated with him 
founded The Review. That wasa notable 
staff, which included Sydney Smith and 
Lord Henry Brougham, then a young 
man of 24. The fact that the Edinburgh 
Review is no longer a review of Edin- 
burgh at all hag called attention to the 
inappropriateness of the names of the 
best known of the more profound Eng- 
lish periodicals. For instance, the ‘‘Fort- 
nightly Review’’ is not published fort- 
nightly, the ‘‘Quarterly” is not published 
quarterly, and the ‘Nineteenth Century”’ 
is flourishing in the twentieth. 
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ASTOR PREPARES STABLES 
FOR NEXT YEAR’ S RACING

London, October 4.—William Waldorf 
Astor was to have cut a big figure on 
the English turf this past season, and 
the reason he did not was the continued 
iliness of his young daugher, whose 
death was reported a few weeks agu. 
About the commencement of the racing 
Season she showed some signs of re- 
covering and Mr. Astor set out to get a 
number of racers together, but before he 
had time to organize anything substan- 
tial the young lady had a relapse and he 
decided to abandon the idea of racing 
for the time being. 

It was a terrible disappointment to a 
large number of stable lads, jockeys 
and veterinary surgeons who had been 
practically engaged, but they received 
handsome bonuses and everything in 
connection with the engagements was 
amicably settled. 

Mr. Astor intends to race next year, 
and for this purpose he will begin al- 
most immediately to get together one 
of the smartest stables in England, re- 
gardiess of price. It is said that he has 
engaged an expert in horses to guide him 
in his investments at a salary of $35,000 
aR year, and as he is himself a critical 
judge, it is believed in racing circles 
that the combination. will be productive 
of great things. His previous invest- 
ments were so carefillly made that al-

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though he gave instructions to his sales- 
man to dispose of the animals at any 
price, the returns actually showed a 
substantial profit, something in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. 

Mr. Astor will train, to commence with, 
at one of the Newmarket stables, but 
after the first. season, if he gets a mod- 
erate share of success, hé intends to 
put up an elaborate esfablishment at 
Cliveden, with the idea of handing it 
Over ultimately to his son, who has 
great racing ambitions. But the father 
will not encourage any gambling propen 
Sities and the stable will be maintained 
entirely for the sake of sport and to en- 
courage. the breeding of horses. It is 
expected that all the classic events next 
year, including the derby, will be pat- 
ronized by the Astor colors.

IN AN OLD HOUSE SOON TO BE SOLD

London, October 9.—One of the most at- 
tractive of all the places associated with 
classic English literatyre is about to pass 
under the auctioneer’'s hammer. It is a 
question yet whether the rambling man- 
sion. in which ‘‘White’s Selborne’’ was 
written shall become a public monument 
te the memory of the gentle lover of na- 
ture who was born there and who died 
there, or whether it shall, perhaps, fall 
into the hands of a Philistine who cares 
naught fcr Gilbert White and abominates 
the straggling tourist desirous of get- 
ting a glimpse into that garden in which 
the author found more to fascinate him 
than in all the outside ‘world put to- 
gether. * 

S*lborne is quite out of the tourists’ 
track, however; and therefore quite un- 
spoiled. Its primitive ways can be judg- 
ed by the experiences of two of us who 
went there recently by bicycle down the 
long slope from Hindhead, where Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle lives. It was late 
Saturday afternoon when we arrived at 
the chief inn of the place. 

‘Can you put us up for over Sunday?’

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VENICE IS HONEYCOMBED 
WITH DYING BUILDINGS 


Special Correspondence. 

London, October 9.—When St. Mark’s 
campanille collapsed in Venice the Italian 
government woke up and began to ex- 
amine the state of the other histarical 
monuments in the ancient city. The re- 
sults of thie examination, of which re- 
ports are jost at hand, are surprising. ° 
-To the horror of Signor Boni and the 
architectural experts who have been aid- 
ing him in his inspection of the @uildings 
which are the glory of Venice, nearly 
every one of them proves to be in a more 
or less shaky condition, 
the finest seent on the point of tumbling 
down. The- church of St. Mark, Most 
important of Venetian structures, 1s not 
thought to be in any immediate danger, 
but a lot of repair will be necessary be- 
fore it is entirely safe, in spite of the 
fact that uniike the other monuments, it. 
has had for years an independent fund of 
more than $1¢,000 a year. Nearly all the

supported have moved, and across the 
mosaics upon the Arch of the Apocalypse 
stretches a great ragged crack. The win- 
dow by which the arch is lighted has been 
dragged inward 6 or 7 inches. There are 
many other signs of decay, notably in the 
famous bronze horses over the door. 
They will have to be taken down and re- 
paired. 

‘The state of the doges’ palace is worse. 
It was found that the wall on which Tin- 
toretto’s great painting of Paradise has 
hung far so long was badly cracked. The 
authorities have not decided yet whether 
these fissures are evidences of a genera! 
crumbling or only a squel to the strain- 
ing of the walls by the volumes in Bt. 
Mark's library, on account of which the 
books were lately moved elsewhere. In 
order that the wall may be repaired it 
will be necessary to undertake the tick- 
lish task of taking down and rolling up 
the great canvas of Tintoretto. What

Two of the finest 
churches in Venice also are in a really 
dangerous state.

Roosevelt to ride 
the days before he be- 
in the public service, and 
itinually regretting the fact. 
All true Puntsmen love a huntsman who 
#s a huntsman for hunting’s sake—not 
pecause it is a fad—and who is as daring 
as he is enthusiastic. President Roose- 
yelt was this kina of a huntsman eight 
years 2g0, and he would be still, his fel- 
low club members declare, if his duttes 
gere pressing. They are hoping 
devoutiy that some day he will find the 
time necessary for indulgence tn the 
sport he loves so well, and in which he 
used to make the other huntsmen’s caps 
gtand on upright hairs at the jumps he 
took with the esse and grace of a per- 
fectly accomplished horseman. 

It was his passionate fondness for clulj 
meets that partly led Mr. Roosevelt to 
puild a house at Oyster Bay; he wanted 
to be comparatively near the Meadow 
Brook Club, on the Hempstead plains. 

There are many anecdotes told at club 
breakfasts about the president's club 
hunting days. but the one that is a prime 
favorite this year was told recently for 
the first time. Here it is: 

When Roosevelt Broke an Arm. 

It often happened eight. years ago that 
the Meadow Brook would have a “‘throw 
in’’ up the Roosevelt house, and on 
these occasions Mr. Roosevelt frequently 
entertained the club at breakfast. One 
day, shortly after his house was fin- 
ished, the future president gave a hunt 
breakfast. and after it was over set 
out with his fellow huntsmen for a 10- 
mile ‘‘drag."” Less than an hour later a 
friend, who was inspecting the new 
stables, saw Mr. Roosevelt ride up. He 
noticed that his host had liberal quanti- 
ties of court plaster on his face: that 
he showed some blood; that he “had his 
right hand tucked between two buttons 
of his waistcoat, and that when he dis- 
mounted he did so cautiously. The 
friend began to think that Mr, Rooseveit 
had had a nasty fall, but the latter was 
so cool and played so unconcernedly with 
a Uttle Roosevelt being wheeled by a 
nurse near the stables that tue friend de- 
cided that Mr. Roosevelit was only 
scratched. And that was what the future 
president said when he was asked what 
Was the matter. “Only a scratch—just @ 
little scratch.’”’ P 

In a few minutes, and without any 
signs of haste, the president went into 
the house and the friend dismissed the 
incident from his mind. A quarter of an 
hour later, as the latter was standing 
in front of the house, a lather-covered 
horse tore up the driveway. When its 
rider, a well-known Long Island doctor, 
pulled up he breathlessly inquired: 

“How's Mr. Roosevelt? Has he come 
home?’ 

“What's the rumpus, Doc?’ the friend 
asked. “Yes, he’s home, but as far as

I can seé he’s only got about a- yard of 
court plaster on his face. He can’t be 
hurt very much, because he’s been play~ 
ing with his baby since he came back.’ 

The doctor looked astounded, then 
shouted as he dashed {nto the house: 

“Why, man, he broke an arm when his 
horse went down!” 

A few days later this same friend met 
Mr. Roosevelt, with an arm im a sling, 
on Fifth avenue. 

“Sorry you didn’t tell me the other 
day that your arm was broken,” he said. 
“Perhaps I could have helped you.”’ 

“Pooh! Pooh!’ was Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
ply; “merely a scratch! Merely a 
scratch!” And he turned the conversa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Kernochan’s Daring. 

Besides being exceedingly proud of the 
distinction of having the president of the 
United States as a fellow-member, the 
300 odd millionaires who compose the 
Meadow Brook Club are also proud in 
their knowledge that two women among 
their number are universally acknowl- 
edged to be the leading huntswomen and 
the most accompiished horsewomen in 
America. They are Mrs. James lL. Ker- 
nochan and Mrs, Emily Ladenbursg. 

Even though the season is just on, the 
newspapers are chronicling almost daily 
the achievements of these two New World 
Dianas, who every fall, by 
their daring, while riding to the hounds, 
command prominent positions in the pub- 
lic eye. Of these two hunters, Mrs. Ker- 
nochan is perhaps the better known in 
this country, while Mrs. Ladenburg has 
more fame in England and on the con- 
tinent, where she frequently engages in 
her favorite sport.

As Miss Eloise 
Stevenson, she cared not one jet ‘or tittle 
for fox hinting, but shortly after her 
marriage she cultivated a fondness for it, 
and now she is one of the regulars at 
every club hunt. She has not missed a 
half Gozen meets in the years she has 
been folloving the hounds; and the 
Meadow Brook averages three a week. 

Mrs. Kernochan “rides straight.’’ Her 
fellow-huntsmen say that there is no such 
thing as fear in her. A five-foot two or 
four fence or wall has.never been known 
to make her draw rein, but many men 
have been observed going around and 
not taking it. Mounted on Rebel,”’ 
the favorite of her four superb hunters, 
Mrs. Kernochan takes everything before 
her, and is generally the first in at the 
Geath. She has been injured several 
times by falls, but never seriously. ‘The 
Rebel’ is a noted hunter. He is an Eng- 
lish thoroughbred and was on the turf 
until he received a slight injury. Then 
Mrs. Kernochan imported him, and with 
him she has made her reputation as a 
horsewoman. 


The Duke of Marlborough’s Feat. 


“The Rebei’’ was ridden by the duke 
of Marlborough at the time he got the 
better of a coterie of Meadow Brook's 
praetical jokers. The incident is still 
laughed over et club breakfasts. When 
the little duke was here for his wedding 
several of the Meadow Brook huntsmen 
concluded, from the duke’s quiet and 
somewhat effeminate ways, that he 
wasn’t much of a horseman. “We'll have 
some fun with the duke,’’ they said. So 
they invited him to Meadow Brook and

But the 
duke, mounted on “The Rebel,’ loaned 
him by his hostess, easily led the conspir- 
ators all the way and exhibited ‘‘nerve 
almost equal to Mrs. Kernochan’s,”’ one 
of the jokers recently admitted. 

Like Mrg. Kernochan, Mrs. Laden- 
burg, who is the widow of Adolph La- 
denburg, is beautiful and young, al- 
though she is not so tall. She has $7,000,- 
000 to do with just as she pleases, and 
much of the income is spent in hunting 
not only-on Long Istand, but in Europe, 
at Newport and at Aiken, S. C. Unlike 
Mrs. Kernochan, Mrs. Ladenburg grew 
up in the saddle. As a mere girl she 
hunted .with the Rockaway hounds, of 
which her brother, Eben Stevens, once 
Was master. 

Mrs. Ladenburg Runs Away from a 
Lord. 

Mrs. Ladenburg has two hunters, My 
Brown Boy and The Dutchman, a iI7- 
hands high black, and her favorite, The 
Dutchman, is one of three Irish hunters 
brought to this country by P. F. Collier 
at a cost of several thousand dollars 
aplece. These three hunters—the other 
two are Ascetic and Shamrock—are said 
to be the best of their kind in America. 

Mrs. Ladenburg has performed her 
best feats at Newport. Hunting is very 
dificult and dangerous around the fa- 
mous resort, owing to the wide, stony 
walls that inclose the farms, but New- 
port is Mrs. Ladenburg’s- favorite hunt- 
ing ground for this very reason, It was 
at Newport last year that she scored a 
well deserved and equally amusing tri- 
umph., 

Lord Charles Beresford was at 
port at the time. Knowing that he is 
reckoned a mighty huntsman in Eng- 
land, the Newport club decided to ‘“‘show 
him a good time.’’ After furnishing him 
with the best hunters, P. F. Collier, 
master of the hunt, and Mrs. Ladenburg 
took Lord Charlies out. The first day 
Mrs. Ladenburg ran away from Lord

Charles. She did the same thing the 
second meet, despite Lord Charles’ very 
evident and strenuous efforts to keep up 
with her. In short, every time she and 
Lord Charles went out hunting Mrs. 
Ladenburg ran away from the distin- 
guished foreigner. 

While Mrs. Kernochan and Mrs. 
Ladenburg are most heard of, Meadow 
Brook can boast of other good horse- 
women. Miss Randolph, daughter of 
William C. Whitney’s second wife, who 
received a mortal injury while hunting 
at Aiken, is looked upon as an expert 
in the saddle. Mrs. Cushing, sister or 
E. Willard Roby; Mrs. H. Van R. Ken- 
nedy, Miss May Bird and her sister in 
law, Mrs. O. W. Bird; Miss Maud Liv- 
ingston and Mrs. Stanley Mortimer reg- 
ularly take part in the Meadow Brook’s 
hunts. Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., 
hunts only in the early morning, when 
the American pack is out after foxes, 
and she rides astride invariably. 


P. F. Collier, Paragon of Huntsmen. 

Meadow Brook and other clubs have 
many an accomplished ‘huntsman,. but 
it is generally conceded that P. F. Col- 
lier is the paragon of them all. He is 
the oldest active huntsman by all odds. 
Most men stop following the hounds 
when they reach middle age, but Mr. 
Collier, at 70 odd years, attends the 
meets with as clocklike regularity as 
he did in-his younger days. Whenever 
the bugle sounds the start he is pretty 
sure to be on hand, and before the hunt 
is over he is pretty sure to run away 
from nearly all the young bloods who 
endeavor to keep with him. 

Mr. Collier's favorite hunters are As- 
cetic and Shamrock, and he has one 
of the finest hunting stables in America. 
He has his own pack of hounds, with 
which he frequently hunts at Southamp- 
ton and in New Jersey, near Long 
Branch, where he has his kennels. He 
also hunts a good deal at Lakewood and 
at Newport in the summer. The New- 
port club is composed mainly of Meadow 
Brook members. 


Several years ago Mr. Collier bought

a stag and invited his friends to help 
him hunt it over Jersey county. At 
first they had much sport with the stag 
but finally he became so tame that he 
would run towards the horses and 
hounds instead of away from them. The 
stag is now eating his head off down in 
New Jersey, at Eatontown, where Mr. 
Collier has an estate. Mr. Collier still 
laughs about his little. experience with 
the stag. 

Theodore Havemeyer’s Fine Hunters. 

Theodore Havemeyer is another well 
known and expert horseman and hunts- 
man. Mrs. Havemeyer is also a devotee, 
and is a good hand at riding to the 
hounds. Her husband has owned some of 
the best hunters ever brought to Ameri- 
ca, notably ‘“‘Satan’’ and Spendthrift.”’ 
Mr. Havemeyer joined the Meadow Brook 
about four years ago, and moved to the 
Hempstead Plains, occupying the house 
that E. D. Morgan enlarged and lived in 
before he acquired his magnificent show 
place in the Wheatley Hilts, which, like 
the Hempstead Plains, are settled almost 
exclusively by millionaires who are Mead- 
ow Brook members. Indeed, the Meadow 
Brook Club caused these men to build 
palatial houses on Long Island, for they 
wanted to be near the seat of their favor- 
ite sport. ; 3 

August Belmont owns two hunters. 
He has been out several times this year, 
but he does not follow the hounds as 
much as fornferly. He has two sons who 
run after the hounds on ponies and prom- 
ise to develop into keen huntsmen, Au- 
gust, Jr., recently became owner of his 
first hunter. 

Ralph Ellis, master of the Meadow 
Brook Hunt, has a fine stable of eight 
hunters, and when he isn’t sailing one 
of his three. yachts, he is hunting: He 
is a millionaire several times over and 
a bachelor. 

Robert L. Gerry, oldest son of Eldridge 
T. Gerry, hunts frequently over the 
Hempstead Plains and at Newport. W. 
Bourke Cochran never hunts, but he 


drives after and gives several breakfasts 
a season to the club at his home In Port 
Washington, Long Island. 

Among the more enthusiastic and con- 
stant millionaire huntsmen are B. WU- 
lard Roby, Samuel Willitts, Stanley Mor- 
timer, J. Clinch Smith, J. D. L. Lanter, 
O. W. Bird, James L. Kernochan, Sidney

The Vanderbilts Becoming Huntsmen 
The Vanderbilts are just beginning to 
take up hunting. Reginald and Alfred, 
who are quite well known in coaching 
circles and as polo players, are the faml- 
ly representatives. Miss Katherine Neil- 
son, Reginald’s fiancee, is a fine horse- 
woman and often rides to the hounds, 
It is said that the Goulds will soon go 
in for hunting. This pretty well circulat- 
ed rumor is based on the statement that 
Jeorge J. Gould is planning to build on 
the Hempstead Plains. And it's long 
been a proverb that when a millionaire 
buflds on the plains he builds so largely

Atlanta, of course, has her “nixts” 
office, though an amazingly small number 
that there is such a 
thing in tHe city, yet the lack of this 
knowledge does not make any the less 
true the fact that it is one of the most 
interesting places in Atlanta, 

A visit to the “nixie’’ office and an 
investigation. as to the reasor for its 
existence will verify the above state- 
ment. 

No riclily carved and handsomely up- 


(): the many departments whieh go 
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holstered furniture is to be found in it. 
No pictures, masterpieces of famous 
painters, adorn the walls, and no curios, 
suggestive of something ancient or mysti- 
cal, are to be seen. : 

In fact, as one enters: the door there 
grects his visidn but a plain matter-of- 
fact business man’s desk, at which ‘s 
Seated in a substantial but plain office 
chair, a man of sober mein, open cout- 
tenance, and clear blue eyes. Quick in- 
tellizgence depicted in every :ineiament 
of his distinctly cut features, and with 
an air about him of perfect poise, whicna 
speaks plainer than words that he knows 
when, how, and what to do.

WASHINGTON’S LUMBER. 


Value of the State’s Standing Timber 


Estimated at 3650,000,000. 

Milwaukee Sentinel: There is more tim- 
ber in the state of Washington than in 
the combined states of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, and more than in 
all of the yellow pine states of the south. 
Professor Henry Cannett, chief of the 
division of forestry, agricultural depart- 
ment, says: 

‘With the exception of the redwood 
forests of California, the forests of 
western Washington are among the 
densest, heaviest and most continuous 
in the United States. The trees are 
large, reaching from twelve to fifteen 
feet in diameter and 250 feet in height, 
with clear trunks for 100 or more feet, 
The timber is mainly red or yel- 
lew fir, niingled -. with spruce. The 
tmber in the state is estimated at 
114,778,000 feet, board measure. Of this 
amount, more than yime-tenths, or 103,- 
54,,000 feet, are west of the Cas- 
cade range. The remainder, 11,274,000

are used day and night, every where, 
from Point Barrow, Alaska, to the Cape 
of Good Hope, to carry the malls. 

Your Uncle Sam was not one of the 
first in the field of carrying mails. Some 
of the smaller countries in Europe were 
far ahead of him for a time. But now 
he is the leader of them all, 

He has more postoffices and employees 
than any other country. He carries 
more mail matter. More mail is deliv- 
ered to each of his sons and daughters 
than is the case anywhere else. 

He has thirty-three thousand more 
‘pestoffices than Germany and fifty-five 
thousand more than Great Britain. He 
has eight thousand more employees than 
Germany, and Great Britain is thirty- 
nine thousand behind him, 

He has nearly three hundred and sixty 
thousand more miles of mail. routes than 
the next nearest country, Russia. He 
spends ten millions of dollars more a 
year on his malis than any other coun- 
try. 

But he.is .behind in some things still. 
Germany, for instance, has eight thou- 
sand more letter boxes than Uncle Sam. 
He ranks second in this. In the number 
of postoffices as compared with popula- 
tion, he is seventh in the list. The coun- 
tries. that lead him are New. Zealand, 
Canada, South Australia, New South 
Wales, Victoria and Switzerland. 

Uncle Sam has been making some com- 
parisons between his postoffice business 
and that of other places, and he. has 
found queer things. For instance, he 
has found that while the United States, 
Germany and Great Britain have the 
most postofficeg.in the world, the coun- 
try that has the fourth place is far away 
in Asia. It is British India, and it 
ranks fourth in the number of its post- 
offices. 

Another country that stands high in 
the list is Japan. It is eleventh in the 
list for number of postoffices and leads 
such European countries as Switzerland, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Norway, The

MAY BE CENTURIES IN BUILDING. 

“It took centuries of uninterrupt 

building to finish some of*the European 
cathedrals, somé of which are consid- 
erably smatier and none much larger 
than the one gradually cilmbing sky- 
ward uv on Morningside Heights. I 
don’t say that it will take centuries to 
complete the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, but I know it can’t be com- 
pleted, decorations and all, which are 
as essential to a building of this char- 
acter as its walls, in the: thirty years 
the public has generally. been led to be- 
lieve. A third of this time has passed 
already, and what have we above 
ground? Only one ofthe four great 
arches that will support the tower, a 
part of the foundation, and the Belmont 
chapel.

Some idea of the way money must be 
Spent on the cathedral may be gained 
‘frém the fotlowing: 

The most striking portion of the ca- 
thedral above ground is one of the four 
great arches that ultimately will sup- 
port -the great centrdl tower. These 
arches are to rest on four pillars that 
rise to a height of over 100 feet. Each 
Pillar is to bear a weight of 37,000,000 
pounds, four times which, 148,000,000 
will be the tower's total weight. These 
pillar ‘foundations are to be aided in 
their herculean task by what are tech- 
nically called “‘flying’’ buttresses. Re- 
cently, work. was begun on one of the 
buttresses. While the stonemasons were 
laying the vertical part of the buttress 
five carpenters fitted and built the “false 
work” for the arched portion. It took 
six. weeks of steady work of ten hours a 
day to do it. Then when the masons 
were ready for the ‘‘false work,’’ it took 
five men six weeks of steady work of 
ten hours a day to wedge it into place.

With the opening of the contest stories 
poured into the office of The Sunny 
South from every state and territory in 
fhe union. It is but fair to state thai 
the bulk of the stories came from south- 
ern states, and the majority of them 
were based on southern themes. But a 
generous sprinkling of excellent speci- 
mens of fiction have been received from 
every portion .of the United States 
There were two stories from Alaska, 
one from Cuba, and one from the Philip- 
pines. 

The contest closed August I, and the 
work of reading the stories began 


promptly. To give its readers an idea 
of the magnitude of the contest, The 
Sunny South published at the time the 
photograph of a 6-foot man standing by 
the side of a column of the prize sto- 
ries. Tais photograph is reproduced on 
this page. Nor was this an exactly fair 
estimate, for the reason that fully a 
fourth of the stories were not’ included 
in this column. A reasonable idea, now- 
ever, of the task which confronted the 
readers was conveyed to those who had 
entered the contest, as well as their 
many friends, and this is what has en- 
abled them to wait with patience for the 
final announcements made today. 

Five of the hest literary critics in the 
south, persons who had had ample ex- 


perience in the handling of short stories, 
were employed for the purpose of pass- 
ing on the stories submitted and sifting 
Out the hest. By hard and systematic 
work the 759 stories originally submitted 
were weeded down to one hundred, and 
then the most difficult portion of the 
task remained—to select from this hun- 
dred the prize winners. The work has 
been done deliberately and conscientious- 
ly, in such a manner as would do jus- 
tice not only to the contestants, but 
to the readers of The Sunny South and 
the paper itself. After prolonged confer- 
ence, several days of arbitration and re- 
reading, twenty stories, the most likely 
of the hundred, were set aside. Three 
well equipped and impartial critics were 
employed, and each: read each story, 
noted the comments of the other two

critics and made up separate verdicts. 
The final balloting then occurred. anda 
although the uniform excellence of the 
stories in the first division was the 
natural cause of some little dissension, 
judgment was ultimately rendered in 
favor of the stories as announced at the 
top of this page. 
The Special Prizes 

The settling of the special prizes was no 
less difficult. To begin with, each story 
in the special prize class possessed quali- 
fications admitting it to the first division 
class; and it was almost impossible to de- 
termine which story had the most unique 
plot, which the strongest character, 
clearest style, best local color, and 
which manuscript presented the neatest 
appearance. Under many difficulties the 
task was accomplished, and we believe 
that our readers will confirm the judg- 
ment of the critics when each. story 
shall have been printed in fts turn. 
The neatest manuscript prize, won by 
Miss Mary Louise Milmow, hung in the 
balance for some time. It was closely 
tied with that of another contestant, bur 
finally the award was de@ided on a 
technicality, Miss Milmow, in accord- 
ance with the directions, having sent her 
manuscript “flat, not rolled,” while her 
next competitor neglected to observe this 
condition. Aside from the fact that the 
manuscript is beautifully typewritten, 
with hardly an erasure or typographical 
error throughout, and absolutely without 
blur or blemish on the clean, white 


sheets, the story itself is excellent~— 
strong, clever, well balanced. 

The first prize story, that of Mr. Har- 
bin, ome of the best-known and most 
generally accepted southern writers of 
fiction, will be published in The Sunny 
South next week. In each issue follow- 
ing will be published the prize stories in 
numerical order until the ten shall have 
been published, and with each story will 
be printed a short note from the editor, 
explaining the merits of each narrative 
and setting forth why it was given fhe 
prize over competitors. After the prize 
stories shall have been exhausted, The 
Sunny South will endeavor to publish the 
special mention stories noted above.

The 
boy-of today has superior educational advantages to 
those enjoyed by his parents, and it would be un- 
natural if he did not develop mental power earlier in 
life than his father. \But-this doesnot: mean that 
the young man is or should be elbowing the elderly 
man, in the race for preferment, or that*youth and 
years have taken opposite sides and are vigorously 
combatting each other as separate and distinct 
classes. This is.what the advocates of. the “young 
man’s age” doctrine would have: us‘believe.. ‘The 
fact that the son reaches: years .of usefulness, ‘and 
that his mind is more thoroughly. equipped ‘at a.cer- 
tain age than-that of his father; does not-argue that 
the former should supplant:the latter... It.seems to 
us rather that it. augurs a more perfect. understand- 
ing, an equal partnership,'in the fall: meaning of the 
term, and a working team which opponents will find 
almost irresistible—education and: knowledge oi 
books, allied with experience and ‘practical’ common 
sense. . Hit 


tion to the sum of knowledge gleaned before the stu- 
dent can be said to be on a par with the man of af- 
fairs who has given the mature. years of his career 
to the mastering of details of a great business, or to 
education in common business principles, and the 
subtle, finely-drawn details which exist in each oc- 
cupation, Especially in America conditions in trade 
and the business world are undoubtedly unsettled. 
With the coming-of coherency under our new condi-' 
tions we predict will also come anew and pleasing 
spectacle—the young, the thoroughly mattire and 
the elderly man, working side by side, each con- 
tributing a share in the partnership, neither com- 
plete without the other, and all three working as 
one indivisible force. 

We believe the statement: that there is a wide- 
spread, actual prejudice against men who have 
passed 45 years of age to be a grossly exaggerated 
one. It is true that-one or two corporations have 
taken steps in this direction, but twice as many 
others have adopted a system of pensioning em- 
ployees when they leave years of usefulness. This 
seems to us an effectual counter-argument to the 
prejudice-against-age theory. That there is a well- 
defined trend in this direction has not been, and is 
not capable of being, established by direct evidence. 


All that the advocates of such talk have accomplish- |. 


ed is proof that elderly men have’ been refused work 
in a few, exceptional cases—such.as might be ex- 
pected to spring from crankiness or inhumanity in 
any century and under any condition. | 

Dr. Massey, has cited numberless cases, those of 
men too familiar in our every-day lives, and too 
well known in. our, authenticated history to permit 
of doubt, demonstrating that advanced years, even 
old age, have not palsied the hand of.the man who 
would be useful and energetic,-and that many of

rendering. It is probable: that each reader could 
add other names to the list, names of men. whom he 
sees actively and successfully engaged in work at an 
age when popular’: tradition says they should ‘be 
resting frem the labors of long life, : 

In. the purely intellectual occupations, such as 
these of writing and the ministry, in others in 
which the intellect and -the faculties are. jointly en- 
gaged, such.as the legal and ‘medical professions, 
and other as important which-we might name, it 1s 
a: well-known truth that a worker does not attain 
his full possibilities of capacity.or production until 
he has reached the years of forty, forty-five or fifty.

About the only argument in this somewhat profit- 
less controversy, which to us seems worthy of grave 
attention, is the one that the young man.will work 
for less than the older individual, with a family to 
support, can afford to accept. While this is true, 
‘and the existence of this-condition- works unfortu- 
nate harm in a cerain limited number of cases, there 
is-real compensation in the fact that the sons and 
‘daughters of this very man who ds,.perhaps, rated at 
less than his real monetary value, are sharing: in 
the privileges and profits which arise from the 
changed conditions—thus..equalizing the .apparent 
injustice, in a great degree: « AS an almost invari- 
ableirule, ‘by ‘the time a man has.reached the age 
which militates .against-a high salary, or large

An old Italian custom placed the birth- 
month stone of the bride in her wedding. 
ring, and this idea became elaborated 
into the using of twelve stones, one for 
each month, that no good fairy might 
be unpropitiated. Through this custom 
the ring became so enormously expensive 
as to be a severe tax on many a humble 
groom in the middle ages, and hence the 
revulsion to the plain circlet of gold in 
universal use. 

The modern practice of a gift, of jew- 
elry from the groom to the bride (aside 
of the engagement or wedding ring) is 
a survival of the old institution of: the 
“daw-purse,” or purse of coins, which 
he gave her’to signify that he had pur- 
‘chased her from her -friends. 

The giving of gifts’ by the friends of 
the young couple has a very different 
significance now from its original one. 
Instead of a token of compliment or ex- 
pression of good will, it was anciently 
of much more practical import. It was 
frankly considered that the friends 
should by this means. help the young 
people starting out on their life journey.

The probable precedent for the tying 
up of the bridal carriage and baggase 
of today in white is found in an accoui:t 
of an English country wedding of 1785.

Haverlock’s First Converts

MONG the almost forgotten 
names of the ploneerg of 
upper Georgia is that of a 
woman whose geal and 
courage made her a power 
in the colony during the 
dark days of the most 
trying period of its history. 
Janet Haverlock was a 
Jesuit missionary who 
came to thig country on 
board a Spanish ship of 
war. The story of her 
; wanderings and tireless 
geal in the cause of Christ has few par- 
allels, and the higtory of her life is one of 
the marvels of the time in which she 
lived. Destiny led her te the south dur- 
ing the revolution and Georgia knew her 
frst in i734 when she took up her abode 
for a season on the borders of Curry’s 
creek, pot far from where it mingles with 
Oconee’s sun-kissed waters. In Indian 
parlance the place she ghose was called 
Thomcosgan—meaning the killing place. 
At the foot of an abrupt bluff there stood 
a@ post to which those condemned by In- 
dian law were tied hand and foot and 
stoned to death by warriors who were 
gelected for the purpose. With her own 
hands she tore away the death post and 

in its stead raised the cross of Christ. 
Among the swarthy race that listened 
to her teaching was beautiful, Winona, a 
Cherokee chieftain’s daughter, whose 
heart gave a ready repose to the gospel 
of peace and good-will. This girl pos- 
sessed few o “the attributes of her peo- 
ple and their deeds of cruelty and lust

_N the venom of the Gfla 
monster a new and power- 
ful remedy has been dis- 
covered by Dr. Charles D. 
Belden, of Phoenix, Ariz. 
This venom, a yellow, pasty 
fluid, nas been used with 
great success in cases of 
erysipelas, heart fature, 
paralysis, locomotor atax- 
ia and kindred disorders. 
Dr. Robert Boocock, of 
Long Island City, was a 
pioneer in its adoption, and 
. Charles E. Johnson, Dr. Erastus E.

Dr. Belden, of Phoenix, caught. a Gila 
monster recently ina net. He knew of 
the curative virtues of the venom of the 
rattlesnake and of the fer de lance, and 
he did not see why the venom of the 
Gila monster should not have a curative 
virtue also. He had studied its effect 
upon persons who had been bitten; he nad 
noted how remarkably like paralysis agi- 
tans or locomotor ataxia their condition 
was.

The physician sent east to his druggist 
a vial of the venom. It was a, yellow 
fluid of the thickness of molasses. He 

had obtained it by putting 
in his monster’s mouth 
Philcsophy a fragment of thick glass. 
ofthe New The reptile had bitten 
Treatment hard uponthe glass, and 
the venom had been de- 
posited in 5 or 6 thick 
drops. In forwarding it Dr. Belden sug- 
gested that it be prepared in drug form 
and tried by paysicians. His letter said: 


differs in so many points from all pres- 
ent known venoms that it is worth our 
having. In the first place it is alkaline, 
and all other poisons of reptiles are acid. 
Second, its effect is not always sudden, 
but lasting—causing sickness for months, 
and death even after a year.” 

The drug firm to which the poison was 
sent has branches in ten cities. It keeps 
in touch with such phvsiclans as are 
of an experimental turn, and sends to 
them for testing all the new 
remedial ideas that it receives. 
Dr. Robert Boocock, of Long Island City, 
a bottle of the venom much diluted, and 
this Dr. Boocock proceeded to try upon 
himself. For it is @ pretty generally rec- 
ognized rule of medicine that the aches 
and pains which a drug produces in a 
well person are those which it will dis- 
pel in a sick person; and Dr. Boocock, 
therefore, was wise to test in this way 
Heloderma horridus, as the new drug was 
called, for he knew that the harm it 
would do him would define the harm it 
would cure others of.

I had some 
twitches about my heart, as if the blood

‘‘Three hours later. I have taken an- 
other dose.’ A feeling of heat jn head and 
face. Cold feeling in my legs. 

“9:30 p. m, The pressure and heat on 
the top of my head appear like an inflam- 
mation of the meninges.

It becomes a crizp yellow mass, 
and is mixed, fn that state, with pure 
milk sugar, one part venom to nine parts 
sugar, Afterward it is diluted very con- 
siderably with alcohol, and then it is in 
@ fit condition to be used ag a medi- 
cine, ‘

poisonous 


drugs. The venom of the lance-headed 
viper, the fer de lance of South America, 
makes, under the name of lachesis, an ex- 
cellent remedy for blood poisoning. Cro- 
talis, the venom of the rattlesnake, is 
still more widely known. Crotalis is a 
remedy for yellow fever, for palsy, for 
tetanus, and for malignant fever. Dr. 
F. A. W. Davis and Dr. W. H. Hol- 
combe, of Jacksonville, put it to a thor- 
ough and satisfactory test in the last epi- 
demic of yellow fever that raged in Flori- 
da. They treated 1,016 cases, losing but 56, 
whereas. the physicians working with 
them lost, out of 1,000 cases treated, 350. 
In other words, they who used the ordi- 
nary remedies lost one-third of their 
ceses, whilst they who used crotalis lost 
but one-twentieth. 

Because crotalis is a recognized rem- 
edy, all handlers of trattlesnakes—the 
charmers, the dealers, the keepers of the 
enake houses of zoological gardens—have 
a recognized source of income in the 
extraction and sale of the venom. But 
the extraction of the venom is a danger- 
ous business. The snake must first be 
lessoed. This is done wita a sliding loop 
fatened on the end of a slim pole. xne 
loop is passed over the snake's neck, and 
is drawn tight by means of a buckle. The 
head is now as firmly fix2d to the end of 
the pole as though it were nailed there. 
The snake is harmless. unless the hand be 
pushed recklessly into its mouth, and 
can be carried in the lasso with perfect 
safety. 

In the procuring of its venom two men 
are neexied, or.e to hold the lasso-pole and 
the snake’s madly wriggling body, the 
other to hold its head firm and to press 
the venom cup into its mouth. The snake 
strikes the cup with its two fangs, leaving 
therein about a tablespoonful of its pol- 
son. This poison is green, and of the 
thickness of molasses. It, sells for $1.26 
a drachm. ? 

A rattlesnake of good size—a Fiorida 
rattlesnake, say, that is 5 or 6 feet in 
length—will yield a tablespoonful of ven- 
om two or three times a month. It takes 
its poison sacs at least a week to fill again 
after they have been emptied. A rattie- 
snake, therefore, after it has bitten on¢ 
person, is as harmiess, for a day oF two, 
as a garter snake. 

They who make a business of gathering 
snake venom have a way of procuring 
that of the rattler even when the snake 
is unwilling to yield it up. 
They do this by pressing 
a certain muscle between 
the ear and the eye, 
whereupon the poison sac 
opens, and the polson 
squivts out through the 
hollow fangs. They who extract the ven- 
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om of the Gila monster must depend on 
the roptile’s willingness or unwillingness 
aione, for there is no muscle Here that, 
pressed in the manner of an electric but- 
ton, causes the poiscn to flow. 

There are not many Gila monsters in 
captivity, and this venom is, therefore. 
hard to get. Just now, on account of 
its sensational success as a remedy for 
paralysis, it fetch>: $5 a drachm, and is 
scarce, even at that figure. 

Professor “Myron Kirk, furmerly of the 
Smithsonian institution, at Washington, 
has recently given a‘year to the study of 
the Gila monster in the Cocopah desert, 
a barren land at the junctien of Arizona, 
California ard Mesico. He said the other 
ony: ;

Blue Grass Kentucky 


The new way of getting

HE establishment of rural 
mail deliveries by the Unit- 
ed States government in 
various parts of Kentucky, 
is revolutionizing the life 
of the farmer. It is also 
putting out of commission 
any number of small coun- 
try postoffices and in the 
end will result in a prac- 
tical saving as well as an’ 
increased efficiency in the 
postal service, 

In Fayette county, the 
heart of the blue grass region, the serv- 
fice has reached its highest development 
in the state and through the rural mail 
gystem and the telephone established by 
an independent company outside of the 
trust, gountry homes are rapidly becom- 
ing mere suburban residences. Interur- 
Yah electric lines are also a matter of but 
a twelve months, and soon there will be 
half a dozen or more lines radiating from 
Lexington as a center, and already a 
geVen million dollar corporation has been 

to back the scheme of a blue 
gfase interurban system. 
The rural mail eervice was, however.. 
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mail in Cen tral Kentucky. The country postoffice abolished. 


the forerunner of these various improve- 
ments, It has been established in Ken- 
tucky for about three years. In Fay- 
ette county there are seven rural routes 
which average a little less than, thirty 
miles in extent of territory covered. The 
&-ven catrieis start fiom the wWexington 
postoffice in the early morning and return 
about the middle of the afternoon. Kacn 
one of the wagons is a traveling post-, 
office which selis stamps, stamped en- 
velopes, registers letters, cancels the 
postage on mail and performs like func- 
tions. They carry blagk applications for 
money orders and they purchase them at 
the Lexington postoffice, mail them to the 
proper address, then return the sender the 
receipt on the trip around the next day. 
With nearly two hundred miles of rural 
routes in the county, almost every section 
is covered, although not peffectly. Every 


week there comes new applications at 
the postoffics’ for extensions ef the ser- 
vice into districts which are not reached: 
The oarriers are not required to deliver 
the mail ut’ the house, but into boxer at 
the gates. Along aimost every tutnpike 
these boxes can be sen arid the result’ 
of the system is that the amount of. mat! 
delivered nas almost quadrupled. It being 
Tess trouble to obtain stemps, when the 
posting of a letter je the matter of ieav- 


ing it in a box at the front gate, the 
people in the country.write more letters 
than before. and hence recelve more in 
answer. It is also noted that the number 
of subscribers to daily papers hes largely 
increased, as the majority of those along 
the routes can gct their morning paper 
before 9 o’clock of the morning that it 
is issued. 

At the cross roads along which the rural 
service docs not extend can be s@en dozens 
of mail boxes. The owners ‘ive in @ 
radius of two or thvee miles, and come to 
their boxes instead of going to a smali 
country postoffice as before. Each new 
route in Fayette county hag seen the 
abolishment of at least one country post- 
effire. 

The system has reached a higt state 
of efficiency in Fayette county, chiefly on 
account of the .world-famed macadamized 
turapikes which intersect every district 
of the county. The carriers are abi¢ 


to make better time and to go over thei. 


routes in the worst weather. The post- 
office inspectors say that the system in 
E'a'vette is a model, and an “inspector who 
had in his territory Indiana .and -Ohi», 
where the rural routes aré oaldest, says 
that he never saw anything like the per+ 
fection of the system in central Ken- 
tucky, .

Look 
into all the old dictiona- 
ries, any twenty years

y ‘ y is of recent origin, and 
has taken position in all 
the dictionaries in the last 

few years. 
Webster says, “A carpet- 
bagger is an adventurer. A 
term of contempt for a 
man, seeking private gain or 
political advancement in the southern 

States after the civil war.” 

Worcester: ‘“‘The epithet applies to poll- 
ticilans of low grade who go to the south- 
ern states, with a view to making a liv- 
ing out of politics. (An allusion to his 


carrying all- his property in his carpet- 
bag.)’’ 

Universal: “An American slang term 
for those petty politicians, who, er the 
civil war, migrated into the southern 


_ states for temprorary residence and per- 


@onal advantage.”’ 

Century: “One who travels with a car- 
pet-bag. Especially a person who takes a 
residence in a place with no more proper- 
ty than he brings in a carpet-bag, with 
the view or making his way by enter- 
prise. In the southern states, after the 
war, a newcomer from the north. An 
opprobrius term applied to a class of &d- 


venturers, who took advantage of the dis- 


Ofganized condition of political affairs in 
the earlier years of reconstruction to gain 
control of the public offices to use their 
influence ovet the negro voters for their 
own selfish ends. The term was often 
extended to include any improper person 
from the north on his living in the 
south.”’ 

For instance, in “The Nation,” volume 
VI, pego 123, June number, 1868, occurs 
this sentence: ‘“‘A good deal of bitterness 
has been shown in the convention in re+ 
gard to the presence as members of the 
Louisiana people called carpet-baggers.’

General A. R. Wright: “A man from 
the north who goes down in the south to 
make ‘hig fortune by polities, to stir wp 
strife between the races, and try to 
get office as governor and judge, member 
of the legislature and senator; men who 
go there with politics as a trade; low 
people at home, without reputation or 
standing at home, who go there hoping 
that in the upheaval of society, they may 
make something by it.’’ 

Hon, C. F. Adams, the grandson of this 
grandfather, John Adams, second presi- 
dent of the United States, in his life of 
Bowls, volume I, page 195, says, ‘“‘Which- 
ever party’s successfyl this year, the vile 
scandal known a8 carpet-baggers is 
doomed and the states lately in rebellion 
are sure at last of being left.’’

“The negroes were taken possession of 
Dy a class of men who came down there 
(in Georgia) connected in.some way with 
the freedmen’s bureau. They swarmed 
all over the country. The white people: 
were intensely sore at the results of the 
war, at losing their slaves, -and they 
shrank back and had nothing to say 
to the negroes. That course of conduct 
on their part enabled these men to go 
out and obtain the confidence of the 
negroes; they made the negro believe 
that unless they banded together and 
stood up for their rights the white men 
would put them back into slavery * * ‘ 
and fastened themselves upon every com- 
munity, and when the election for mem- 
bers of the legislature came on they 
were themselves elected. This class of 
men completely. controlled the negroes. 
The whites were entirely powerless for 
a while. These carpet baggers prom- 
ised the negroes land and other property 
to vote the republican ticket. Up to 1868 
these negroes firmly believed that by 
voting they were going to get a division 
of lang and stock of the country. These 
carpet baggets would actually sell to 
these negroes stakes and téll them that 
all they had to do was to put down 
the stakes on théir owners’ farms ati 40 
acres of land would be theirs after 
election. You coulda see them all over 
the country. Most generally the negroes 
gave a dollar apiece for them. I have 
seen the stakes.” 


A man by the name of Richardson lived :

In fact, he had hardly 
been in either county. Claiborne, a Bal- 
timore copper colored negro, represented 
Burke, although he also lived in Augusta. 
There is Rockafallow, a carpet bagger 
who first turned up in Savannah; ma- 
neuvered there awhile; went to Macon 
to get into the custom house and failed: 
went to Atlanta. As soon as he was 
planted, went for all the good places he 
could find from the agency of the West- 
ern and Atlantic raflroad, the Atlanta 
postoffice, voting negroes illegally, at- 
tempting to represent Columbia county 
in the legislature before he had been 
in the county six months, selling patent 
rights to flour cooler for a gentleman 
from Minnesota, and a revenue spy under 
General Kryzanoski to go into’ certain 
sections of the country to see about 
distilling ‘‘peach whisky” or ‘‘peacii 
brandy,’ as they call i, so he swore. 
All this Rockafallow was doing, althougn 
having been in different parts of the 
state only fifteen months in all. 

His last effort was to hatch up some 
sensational kuklux outrages. For this 
he was soundly denounced by The Atlanta 
Era, a leading republican paper, as 
“wholly unworthy of position of any 
sort.” 


Aaron Alpeoria Bradley, an ex-convict 
from Sing Sing prison, represented Chat- 
ham eounty. He was a bright copper- 
colored negro with an- 
pleasant address and 
most repeHing manners. 
He had been a citizen of 
the county he (mis) rep- 
resented only a few 
months when he was 
first elected. He was a negro carpet 
bagger of the most objectionable type. 

Of all the carpet baggers not one rest- 
ed the sole of his foot on Georgia soil a 
month before he went for the spoils of 
the land in, some’ shape or othen

don before this committee shows that: 
‘The negro expected to get something 
for his vote. It was a new thing to the 
negro, and he was made to believe by 
the carpet baggers that by voting the 
republican ticket they would get a great 
many things. I attended these meetings 
two or three times, and I heard the ne- 
groes told that if the body of the people 
of the south, the democrats, got into 
power, they would put them back into 
slavery. But he himself did not hear 
them promise anything for the votes. 
Hundreds of the negroes told of these 
promises. The carpet baggers would tell 
the negroes, ‘We freed you in spite of 
the armies and power of these southern 
men, who, if they get you in their power 
again, will put you back in slavery.’ ”’ 
During the month of February, 1871, 
I had occasion to spend awhile in Wash- 
ington City, and one night I attended 
a republican meeting on Pennsylvania 
avenue in front of the Metropolitan ho- 
tel. Nine-tenths of the gathering were 
negroes, Several distinguished white 
speakers ‘held forth, most generally on 
the line mapped out by_the last item 
of the testimony of General Gordon. Al- 
though over thirty years ago, I remem- 
position, 
giving reasons why the negro should 
vote the republican ticket. It was the 
republican party who had conceived the 
plan of freeing the slaves. Secondly, 
the republican’ party fought and 
achieved his freedom, at the cost of 
many -lives and much outlay of treasure. 
Thirdly; that if ever the democrats 
should: by (“hook or crook’) regain 
ascendency, that every ex-slave would 
be remanded to his former owner.

“By His Excellency, 
“John Reynolds, Esgqr., 

Captain general, governor and com- 
mander in chief in and over his majesty’s 
said province, and vice admiral of the 
same,’’ was issued: 

“A Proclamation. 

‘Whereas his majesty, by his royal 
prociamation givefi: at Whftehal, the 
twenty-fifth day of June, 1752, did con- 
tinue all officers, then duly and lawfully 
possessed, or invested in any office or 
trust, ecclesiastical, civil or military, in 
his majesty’s said province, in their re- 
spective offices and employments until 
his majesty’s pleasure should be furthe 
known; and ; 

‘‘Whereas his majesty’s said proclama- 
tion does now of ¢ourse determine, 
therefore that the execution of justice 
may not be obstructed,- gnd that good 
order and tranquillity may be preserved 
within his majesty’s said province till 
other measures for that purpose can be 
taken, I have, by ard with the advice and 
consent of his majeSty’s honourabie coun- 
cil, thought fit to issue this my procla- 
mation REQUIRING AND: COMMAND- 
ING, AND I DO HEREBY REQUIRE 
AND COMMAND 4ll' officers duly and 
legally invested in any office, ecclesiast- 
ical, clyil or military, in his majesty’s 
said province, to continue to exercise their 
respective trusts and offices until furthér 
orders And I do hereby: COMMAND and 
REQUIRE all his’ majesty’s subjects in 
the said province to ‘be OBEDIENT to, 
and aiding and assisting to said officers 
in the performance and execution of their 
respective offices;.as they will answer 
Ahe contrary at their PERIL.” 

This was “published By beat of drum, 
as. usual-in this town.” Just previous to 
its igsuance, it was ordered— 

“That his. majesty’s commission ap- 
pointing - his excellency captain general 
and governor in chief of this colony, as 
well as his majesty’s commission appoint- 
ing him vice admiral of the same, be 
forthwith read and published at the head 
of the militia, now under arms before the 
council chamber, and both the said com- 
missions were accordingly read and pub- 
lished and -ordered:”’ 

These were stirring times in the early 
days of the colony. The revolt must 
have been formidable and threatening 
that necessitated the con- 
tinual presence of the 
“militia under arms,”’ 
and that required the 
beat of a drum to give 
force and effect to a 
royal proclamation. 

John Rae, Esq., conservator of the 
peace at Augusta; John Ludwig Myer 
Esq., conservator of the peace of Eben- 
ezer; Audrey Maxwell, conservator of 
the peace at Midway River, ang John 
McIntosh, Esq., conservator of the peace 
at Derfan, were ordered to promuigate 
the aforesaid prociamation “in the most 
solemn and publick mMmanner.’’

HE inhabitants of Missouri 
fave just iearned that 
ginseng growing is profit: 
able, and that the plant 
gtows to perfection in 
that state. While the 
plant is as old as the 
ages, yet compara‘(rely 
few people know its use 
and commercial value. 
Besides being of use to 
‘much of- the old world, 
it ig both a profitable 
and interesting ‘crop. to 

aise during only the past few years 
‘has It come into special notice in Mis- 
sourt. 

The largest grower of ginseng in Mis- 
sourt is Colonel Douglas E. McDowell. 
of Joplin, whose ginseng farm is 4 miles 
south of that city. The farm is visited 
by hundreds of visitors who are 
terested in this new industry. Colonel 
McDowell receives an average of 100 let- 
ters every day, the most of them making 
inquiry in regard to the raising of the 
plant, marketing, etc. To all these in- 
Quiries the colonel makes a reply. It 
takes three good stenographers to care 
for his mail and he is shipping and 
mailing quantities of seeds and plants to 
all parts of the world. Mr. McDowell 
Says the sales for the present season 
from his farm will reach $10,000. 

The plant is very prolific wherever 
planted in Missouri. The McDowell farm 
is well advertised through a neat de- 
scriptive pamphlet, which treats of the 
methods of caring for the plant, several 
illustrations showing the different meth- 
ods employed in caring for it. 

Mr. McDowell has just Anished filling 
orders for Cuba, Porto Rico, Mexico 
and Canada and one order from the Ha- 
walian islands. If the present demand 
is kept up for this plant it will be one 
of the leading industries of Missouri in 
a few years. 

The American ginseng is a piant close- 
ly related to the parsley family, in 
which family are included the parsnip, 
carrot and celery. The American plant 
is a relative of the Chinese-Corean plant, 
“‘panax-ginseng,’’ which is so highly 
prized by the Chinese. 

The root has béen in constant use in 
China for centuries. They make tea of 
it, drinking it for health, strength and

curing of all kinds of sickness. When a 
Chinaman gets sick tea is made from 
the ginseng roots and the patient is 
made to drink it at intervals of every 
half hour until killed er cured. When 
well they use it to ward off disease and 
they bélieve it brings strength to the 
weak. 

The small Chinese infant is taught the 
tea habit as soon as it gets large enough 
to swallow the mixture and from the 
cTadle to the grave they invariably stick 
‘to the tea habit. ;

New York and then to the markets of 
the world The report 
Widespread ot the department of 
Market agriculture shows that 
For in 1897 the export trade 
Missouri’s amounted to. $846,686, 
Ginseng which is the last official 
res available. For a 
market, China is considered the best for 
American grown stock. That country 
uses 9 per cent of the crop of America. 
The market reports at the present time 
quéte American stock at $7 per pound. 

One square rod of ground produces 800 
plants, set 6 inehes apart each way. 
Estimating four roots to the pound (at 
the age of 5 years) gives 200 pounds, 
when dried 66 pounds, at $7' per’ pound, it 
gives $462. This*is a good profit. Yet 
while this is being done the seed crop 
would: bring at least $1,500, counting 
200,008) seeds at the present price of the 
market. So it is easily seen that the 
profits are inrmense. Conservative estt- 
mates, counting a good per cent cf loss, 
put the value of an acre of five years’ 
growth to be near $50,000. 

G. T. Millard, a Missouri gTower. 
Claims to have cleared $25,000 from a 
single acre of six years’ growth, having 
sold to a gingle man in New York over 
$16,000 worth of seeds and roots. 

The price in the stock of dried roots 
stimulated the hunter of the wild plant. 
Everybody has heard of ‘sang digging”’’ 
down east. But the supply of wild “sang’’ 
is at the ‘point of extermination. The 
cutting down of the timber and allow- 
ing the sun to shine where the plant 
grew has killed perhaps four-fifths of 
the plants in the United States. From 
the state of Pennsylvania to Alabama 
along the Cumberland mountains there 
is still a good supply of the plants. But 
even there it is fast being exterminated. 
So that the futre supply must come from 
the domesticated plants. Not, only does 
it promise to become a profitable crop 
in Missouri alone, but wherever there is 
timber it will flourish. 

It ig a plant that will not grow in the 
exposed places, It must have shade and 
moisture in order to subsist and prove 
profitable. There are different ways of 
sheltering it from the hot rays of the 
sun. At the McDowell farm posts are 
driven into the ground at spaces varying 
from 4 to 6 feet, wires are attached to 
them and then brush is s0 arranged 
against the wire that it will produce suf- 
ficient shade to shelter the row of plants, 
which are always set on the north side 
of the brush. 

An old Missouri “sang d4igger’’ in 
writing to a prominent grower, whose 
name is withheld, says: “‘Sang’s power- 
ful sca'ce in these parts. People in Chi- 
cinnaty, PhAilidelphy and more big towns 
has been a-sending of letters here for 
four or five summers, sayin’ they’d give 
$3 first, then #4, then $5 and this year 
they got ’er up’ to $7 per pound and 
they didn’t git no powerful sight o’ 
sang, nuther.”’ 

Continuing his tetter, he says, ‘““‘What 
you going to do with sang-—plant hit? 
Mister, you’s just a-foolin’ away you'’h 
time: sang ‘won't grow ‘cept in the 
woods. It’s wild as a rattlesnake and 
won't be tamed nuther.” But further 
experimenting has proven the fallacy of 
this old “sang @igger’s’’ theory. 

Yet there are some college professors 
who claim to this day that the plant 
will grow nowhere except in the wild 
forest. But Missourians “have to be 
shown,” as the saying of her people goes. 
So they are showing the world that gin- 
geng can be grown, and that with the

Safety Dress for Electricians. 


Engineering: Experiments have beén 
made with Professor Artemieff’s safety 
dress, in the high-tension laboratory of 
Messrs. Siemens and Hailska. This dreas 
is constructed entirely of fine but thick- 
ly woven wire gauze. It completely in- 
closes the wearer, Inclusive of hands, 
feet and head. Its total weight is 23 
pounds, its resistance from hand to hand, 
0.017 ohms, and its capacity varies 
from .0002 up to .000% microfarads, ac- 
cording as the wearer is far away frons 
or nét’r to a wall. The cooling surface 
is 80 great that a current of 20 amperes 
can pass through the dress for some séc- 
onds from hand to hand without percepu- 
ble heating effect. Standing uninsulatea 
on the ground, and clad with this dress, 
Professor. Artemieff drew sparks from 
the secondary terminals of a transformer 
which was giving a tension of 75,00 yolts, 
the period being 50 cycles per second. He 
next seized the main, and later on, the 

tential bei raised to 150,000 volts, he 
trew sparks m both terminals, and 
handled the latter. The machine supply. 
ing this transformer was of 170-kilowatt 
capacity. In c@ncluding the experiments, 
the inventor short-circuited this genera- 
tor by clutching hold of the terminals, 
the potential difference between the two 
being 1,000 volts, and the current passed 
200 amperes.. The circuit was broken by 
simply letting go of one electrode. 
Throughout these experiments Professor 
Artemieff declared he felt not the slight- 
est sensation of any circuit through his 
body.

STRANGE, fanatical, con- 
scientious sect of people, 
exiles from Russiq, have 
petitioned our government 
for a grant of land on 
which to settle.

When we had re- 
cuperated a little, they again drove us 
from our homes, took our crops and sent 
many of our men prisoners in Siberia, 
where they are now lying rotting alive 
for no crime but that of refusing to slay 
fheir brethren. 

“We owe our escape solely to the good 
and pitying Tsaritza. She procured us 
leave to come to America, where we are 
free to worship God in any way our con- 
Science commands.” 

Trouble has come to the Deurkhabers 
in Canada because of the fanatical exe 
treme to which they have carried their 
religious belief. They finally decided that 
it was not only a sin to kill any animal 
and to eat flesh, eggs or milk, or even to 
wear leather shoes, or woolen garments, 
but that it was also forbidden to work 
animals or use them.

STUDYING CRIME AND GRADING 


CRIMINALS. 

If the plant, Humanity, is deteriorating 
and giving out degenerate types as off- 
shoots, it is also true that the checks and 
the preventives of this degenerating is in- 
creasing in & greater ratio. Everywhere 
g00@ men are planning how to forestall 
and to remedy vice. The heads of the 
large reformatories for men, women and 
children are intently studying crime and 
devising methods to remedy it, and to 
“cure the patients.’ 

“Cure’’ and “patient” are the words, 
for criminals are now rega@ded as mental- 
ly and therefore morally diseased per- 
sons. Most of them, says Mr. Henry 
Wolfer, vice president of the National 
Reformatory Association, are mentally 
defective, and it is hard to say where the 
Mne of responsibility should be drawn. 
A weak, defective: man or woman may be 
alj right until temptation comes; then he 
is struck with moral blindness, he loses 
his moral perspective amd falls.”’ 

Great good is being done by the new 
method of classifying criminals, grading 
punishment and giving the prisoner the 
hope and incentive that he may (by good 
behavior) rise from a low grade to a high 
one,~until he attains comparative free- 
dom and trust, and finally is discharged 
as “‘cured.”’ 

Experts in criminology say it is not 
hard to classify prisoners acording to 
their deserts. Mr. Joseph Scott, of the 
Massachusetts reformatory, says: ‘You 
can read what a prisoner is, and what 
grade he should go to, in his face and by 
hig general demeanor. These show his 
character and degree of criminality. An 
experienced warden will detect this at a 
glance. Stand a lot of prisoners—all 
strangers to him—against the prison wall, 
ané@ he will, as a rule, tell you to what 
class each man belongs, whether he is a 
thief, forger, burglar or murderer.” 
-QOne is glad to hear this experienced 
criminologist say that the ‘“‘tough boy is 
the easiest to reform. You can usually 
work either on his conscience, his pride, 
love of parents, regard for friends or fear 
of God and the futire.” 

He goes on to say that to prevent crime, 
we must begin in the public school, weed 
-out the bad boys, separate them from the 
others, put them in special classes, with 
specially trained teachers to look after 
them. Our schools are radically defec- 
tive In this respect. A few bad boys of 
fascinating, dominant natures will corrupt 
many lads who are amiable and of good 
dispositions. Our public schools should 
not only train pupils mentally and moral- 
ty, but industrially. Love of work is the 
basis of right living. Industry is the sal- 
vation of the race. A boy taught to work 
and to love work seldom goes to prison. 
In industry you will find virtue.

The best way to provide against the 
natural restlessness of children is to give 
them something to do—some interesting 
vent for their superabundant energies. 
Some mothers teach their boys to sew, 
to make rugs, to mend and to help with 
house work—such as sweeping and mak- 
ing beds. If boys can have pet stock to 
look after—rabbits, chickens (even if tiny 
bantans), it serves to keep them profitably 
occupied, and educates their instinct to 
care for and to treat with kindness crea- 
tures less strong than themselves. 

Wood carving and doll furniture-mak- 
ing are good indoor occupations for boys. 
They may be furnished with an inexpen- 
sive set of tools which will enable them 
to carve brackets, picture frames and 
other decorative articles, and to make 
pretty bits of furniture for doll houses, 
which they may be able to sell when 
neat'y constructed and varnished. 

It is a great thing for children when 
they can have a play room to themselves, 
even if it is in the garret or an old storé 
room. Set them to putting it to right 
and to decorating it, and let them carry 
out their own ideas with a few sugges- 
tions. It does them good to be thrown on 
their own resources. 

Two bright boys whom we know have 
achieved a piece of work that thrills their 
young hearts with pride. They have made 


sisters, constructing it out of a big dry 
goods box, laid on one side and partitioned 
into rooms. They have papered it inside 
and out, and made windows in it by cut-, 
ting out oblong holes and fastening in 
pieces of glass by the help of tacks, slips 
of paper and some paste. They have also 
made some furniture for-the little doll 
house—chairs and a bedstead, for which 
the girls have made a pretty mattress, 
and a number of quilts. It is said that 
dolls are going out of fashion. I hope not. 
They are a most useful, graceful and edu- 
cational feature in a little girl’s life. They 
teach her to sew and to fit and make ar- 
ticles of clothing; they cultivate the ma- 
ternal instinct (and it needs cultivating 
these days), and they help to keep the 
child in the bud—when the tendency is to 
bloom out into a “big girl’ too soon for 
healthy development.

What Constitutes Authorship 


Question is perturbing the literary 
hair-splitters of Boston, and if the 
viewpoint of more than one of the con- 
troversalists is correct, even King 
Shakespeare is occupying a shaky throne, 
So far as literary legitimacy goes. It is 
well understood that the immortal Bard 
of Avon was prcne to embellish and {l- 
luminate what he did not originate, and 
the same is true of other great masters 
in the realm of letters. The. Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican, mixing in this dis- 
cussion from a lay standpoint, contends 
that originality rather than the artistic 
dilation and .treatment of a borrowed 
weeny: must be the real test of author- 
What constitutes an author? Of 
course, the ready reply is: The man or 
woman who writes a book, or a magazine 
article, or a newspaper paragraph, is 
the author of the said book, article or 
paragraph. Truly, the word covers much 
more than this, since it may mean the 
originator, promoter, enlarger, developer, 
furtherer, preserver, continuator, or per- 
petuator of any sort of device or act, 
from the evolution of worlds to the ut- 
terance of an opinion. The author is 
also to be defined as the authority, in 
his original character, though: he may 
prove anything but authoritative in his 
act or word. In fact, “‘author” is a 
flexible word in usage, and sometimes 
means very little. For example, a no- 
torious one, from the political fleld, a 
certain tariff act was known as the WiI- 
son bill, and the late William F. Wilson 
named as its author, yet, as a matter 
of fact, he had small part in the finished 


§ discussion of the foregoing 


product of congress, which measure for- 


mulated in law beliefs quite contrary to 
his own. 

But, to be restrictive—what is an au- 
thar in the small, conventional lit- 
erary sense? The membership of the 
Authors’ Club, of New York, sought to 
define the “‘author,”’ and at first it was 
necessary that the candidate should have, 
written a book. But it dawned upon the 
producers of books, after a while, that 
there might be a particularly good fel- 
low doing work quite as literary as their 
own, but not yet assuming, perhaps never 
to assume, a place between library build- 
ings. So they enlarged the scope by con 
sidering also eligible those who should 
have done work “equivalent’’ to book- 
producing. That is an elastic require- 
ment, and has worked very well, even 
though in its actual application it has so 
far excluded newspaper leader-writers 
and critics of art, drama and music, un- 
less they have done something in covers. 
It is plain that once let the bars down in 
so newspapery a city as New York, the 
literary standard would suffer. At all 
events, the definition, so far as member- 
ship in the Authors’ Club authorized it, 
stops short of the storiette writer and 
the witticaster, as wel: as the leader- 
writer. 

But this, after all, does not answer the 
original object of the query, for we have 
in mind a curious claim sometimes made 
that if a person possesses certain facts, 
or certain ideas, and communicates them 
to another, who writes a story or an es- 
say or a play, using these notions or 
relations, the furnishing of the material | 
constitutes authorship. For example,, 
Smith may know an interesting and sug- 
gestive lot of incidents in Brown's Jife. 
He may relate them to Jones, who/hav- 


ing some concept’ >n of literary aft, may 


u 


take possession of these incidefits, change 
their order and their circumstance; in- 
vent situations and provide motives 
which influenced and formed them; in- 
troduce a’ number of human characters 
that contribute to the action and in them- 
selves furnish interest and life in con- 
versation; evolve a tragical situation and 
a novel denouement. Is it Smith who is 
the author, because he gave certain ma- 
terials for the foundation? The question 
really answers itself. Yet there is often 
a Smith to make such a claim. 

And who is the author of a narra- 
tive poem? Many such poems are made 
from prose originals. How much liberty 
has the rhymer in such a case? It is a 
serious question. It will be remembered 
that the late Lord Lytton’s principal 
success, ‘‘Lucile,”” one of the most popu- 
lar novels in verse of the last haif 
century, was based upon a story by 
George Sand, and not only that, but a 
large part of it consisted of a mere ver- 
sification of George Sand’s highly ornate 
ard romantic prose. “Owen Meredith,” 
as Lytton called himself, certainly ad- 
ded much to the story—perhaps the best 
known of his original work was the fa- 
miliar passage which expatiates on the 
necessity of cooks to the comfort of 
man—and it must be allowed also that 
his poem is read, while George ‘Sand’s 
pretty story is very little known. The 
consensus of opinion would .say that 
“Owen Meredith’ was the author of 
“Lucile.” Then, too, there is Cole- 
ridge’s ‘Hymn at Sunrise in the Valley 
of Chamouny.”’ He would ngt have writ- 
ten it had not somebody élse furnished 
practically the whole imagery; but there 
is Coleridge’s sonorous verse, and he 
remains author of the hymn.

HE municipal council of 

Tregnier, France, recently 

voted to erect a statue in 

a public location in that 

town to Ernest Renan, the 

great agnostic writer, who 

was born there. Imme- 

diately the local church 

dignitaries provoked an 

agitation against the pro- 

ject, and the bishop of the 

diocese denounced the mu- 

nécipal council's purpose 

as highly impious and 

threatened to c the church against 
the individual members who voted for 
the measure, if the plan is accomplish- 
ed. The bishop stigmatized Renan as 
“both a renegade and a blasphemer, and 
to erect a statue to him would be an act 
of’ sacrilege.’"’ Under the circumstances, 
it is not likely that a-statue of the 


great French author will lend “honor 
to his native town. 


One of the queerest of French authors, 
Clovis Pierre; has died. He was a floet 
whose talent would have received recog- 
nition doubtless even if the contrast be- 
tween his vocation and his avocation had 
not tickled the fancy of the Parisians. 
He lived and wrote his poetry at the 
morgue, of which he was registrar. He 
was a merry soul who found most of his 
inspiration in the corpses in his care 
and who used to describe himself as the 
manager of a big hotel well known in 
Paris, which was a quiet place of rest 
for travelers from all countries. He 
dwelt at the morgue for thirty-two years 
before he retired on a pension.

His Life E Letters,’’ by Julia Cart- 
wright, arid although there are Hundreds 
of letters to Sensier still unpublished, it 
seems likely that the present work will 
leave rather slight gleanings for any 
subsequent biographer. 

Bret Harte is to have an English 
biographer, as “Artemus Ward’ had. 
Perhaps this is well, since Harte had been 
so long at home in England, although 
habitually faithful to his early Ameri- 
can inspirations. But his proper biog- 
rapher would be some American who 
knew the enyironment which gave those 
inspirations.

Robert Burns is said to have carried 
habitually a volume of ‘*Tristram 
Shandy.’ The admiration indicated was 
a common thing when that masterpiece 
of letters was in course of production. 
Volume I and II appeared in 1759, their 
author being 46 years of age; the ninth 
and. last volume was published in 1767, 
the year before his death The long period 
of eight years severely tried the patience 
of the public, for the Rev. Lawrence 
Sterne was idolized in England after his 
quality had been tasted. Nor is there any 
doubt of his literary immortality. A 
steady demand for “Tristram Shandy’’ 
and the “Sentimental Journey”’ is a fea- 
ture of the book market, and notably 
among writers Sterne is one of the most 
intimately beloved by his rgal admirers. 


Urbain Gonljier, the personal friend of 
Zola, writes of a pecullar trait of ‘the 
dead novelist: “Zola’s custom of answer- 
ing all the many letters he received 
should be noted for his hand was ex- 
ceedingly weary after the completion of 
the regular morning task an the novel, 
and he would not employ a secretary. I 
never received a scrap of writing from 
him that was not in his own chirography. 
He could not be induced to utilize type- 
writer or stenographer. If a letter could 
be disposed of in a few words, these 
words were sent on his visiting card, 
though he did pot hesitate to devote a 
complete letter to a subject that called 
ior .fuller treatment.”’ 


ZOLA IN EXILE. 

Ernest Aitred Vizete-ly, in. “*True 
Stories of Heroic Lives,” (wunk & Wag- 
nails Co) has given gq very interesting 
account of how he and eleven other Eng- 
ish frienus of Emile Zola kept secret the 
knowledge of the novelist’s whereabouts 
when he was in exile owing to the part 
he nad taken in the Wreyfus case. Writ- 
ing at the time when the affair had nut 
been completed, Mr. Vizetelly says: 

“tow Zola’s letter ‘J accuse’ led ‘to _ his 
prosecution; how he- was tried and re- 
tried; how, advised by his friends, he 
left France—not to ¢scape imprisonment, 
but purely and simply’to keep the affair 
‘open’ and thwart ali attempts to stifie 
it in the interests of the French general 
staff; all these matters belong to history. 
The case has not been ‘stifled; 4t has 
steadily gone on and on. “Truth,’ as Zola 
puts it, ‘was’ d,is—‘on the march.’ As

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The Poe Cottage, Fordham, N. Y. 


EW ‘homes associated with 
men of genius have at- 
tracted more sympathetic 
and melancholy interest 
than the little cottage in 
Fordham, New York, 
where the bitter tragedy 
of Edgar Poe's life was 
played nearly to the end. 

He ‘came here in 1846 
with his young wife and 
mother, the long-suffering 
and patient Mrs. Clemm, 
hoping by his work on va- 

rious papers and magazines in the great 
city near by to make enough to afford 
the necessary comforts for his invalid 
Virginia and himself. The little cottage 
on the top of Fordham Hill was by far 
the best home he had yet known. It was 
only a story and a half high. On the 
ground floor are two small rooms, a sit- 
ting room and a kitchen, while above, 
reached by a narrow stairway, are two 
other rooms, one of these Poe's, a cramp- 
ed little box of a place, lighted by tiny 
windows, the other a bed room about the 
size of a closet. Mrs. Gove, who visited 
the Poes here, says: ‘‘The furniture was 
of the simplest; in the clean, white-floor- 
ed kitchen were a table, a chair, and a 
little stove, and in the other room, which 
was laid with checked matting, were 
only: a light stand with presentation vol- 
umes of the Brownings upon it, some 
hanging shelves with a few other books 
ranged on them, and four chairs.” 

Poe’s wife, Virginia, only 25, was still 
beautiful, her large black eyes and dark 
hair accentuating her pallor, and Poe, 
proud, himeelf ill, and bitter, with a 
sense of the injustice of the world and 
his own inability to provide the comforts 
required for his wife, was in a constant 
fever of anxiety. . 

“As the summer went on Poe grew no 
better, and daily Virginia failed and fad- 
ed and the resources of the household 
were being slowly reduced to the_starving 
point. Autumn came, the snow and the 
cold and the winter seclusion, and affairs 
grew desperate; the wolf was already at 
the door when by happy chance this 
same Mrs. Gove, whose kind heart could 
prompt her to something better than her 
verses, called on the Poes, and found the 
dying wife in the summer sitting room, 
which had been taken for her use.”” The 
scene is vividly realized in her despera- 
tion: “There was no clothing on the 
bed, which was only straw, but a snow- 
white counterpane and sheets. The 
weather was cold and the sick lady had 
the dreadful chills that accompany the 
hectic fever of consumption. She lay 
on the straw bed, wrapped in her hus- 
band’s ‘great coat, with a large tortoise 


shell cat in her bosom. The wonderful 
cat seemed conscious of her great useful- 
ness. The coat and the cat were the 
sufferer’s only means of warmth, except 
as her husband held her hands, and her 
mother her feet. Mra. Clemm was pas- 
sionately fond of her daughter, and her 
distress on account of her illnegs and’ 
poverty and misery was dreadful te 
see."’ 

Mrs. Poe died in the little sitting room 
on Saturday, January 30, 1847; and from 
here her husband, wearing the military 
coat that had but lately been her bed 
covering, attended by a few friends; fol- 
lowed her body to its last resting place. 

For some time after his wife's death 
the little house remained the home of 
Poe and Mrs. Clemm. Friends came oc- 
casionally to see them, and the poet 
spent many odd moments working 
among his beds of flowers. Besides a 
cat, he had a tame bobolink and a par- 
rot to share his affection and divert his 
attention. He was fond of being out of 
doors, and a favorite walk was over 
the then open country to the westward 
to High Bridge and along the romantic 
shores of the heavily wooded Hasiem 
river. Much of the beauty of this region 
has been cut away tq make the wpeed- 
way for the sport-loving drivers of the 
metropolis. The view up and down the 
river from High Bridge, however, is still 
one of breadth and impressive beauty. 
At the north, between the hills, you 
catch a gilmpse of the Palisades, and to 
the south rise the vague towers and misty 
pall of smoke that belong to the great 
city that Poe never really learned to 
know. The granite arches of High 
Bridge that rise nearly a hundred and 
fifty feet above high water, form the 
supports for the aqueduct over which 
runs a footway, and here Poe used to 
walk, or lean, musing, on the low par- 
apet. The ledge, back of his house, with 
its extended view, was another favorite 
place where he used to linger, and many 
hours were spent there by the poet. 

The recent cutting of a new roadway 
compelled the moving of the Poe cottage, 
and it now stands right alongside of 4° 
typical suburban house, so close that 
one can almost touch the opposite wall 
from the veranda. The present owner 
keeps it in’good repair. On the street 
end there is a badly painted raven and a 
tin sign informing the observer that Poe 
lived there. 

Several efforts have:been made toward 
purchasing the house and establishing it 
as a memorial to Poe, and it is hoped 
that this will be done before long. Across 
the street is Poe Park, the ground that 
formerly belonged to the house, and 
where the poet used to enjoy the blos- 
soming of the cherry and apple trees. 
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and true around him. Thus he disappear- 
ed in the interests of his cause, and the 
world asked: ‘here is Zola?’ 

“Just a few. people knew the precise 
spot—I .among them. But all the wealth 
of all the American millionaires put to- 
gether could not draw the secret from 
any one of us. We were happy in this; 
we numbered a dozen, and we counted 
no Judas Iscariot in our midst. For 
many months Zola’s enemies wished to 
serve on him personally the judgment 
pronounced against hi by default by 
the court of Versailles, and this virtually 
meant that he would be forced to do a 
year’s imprisonment without chance of 
appeal. We were all determined that he 
should do no such thing. We learned from 
eminent English counse! that it was legal- 
ly possible for a French process-server 
to hand Zola a copy of the French judg- 
ment against him even in England, pro- 
vided that no breach of the queen’s peace 


were committed; and that In this event 
he would have to put in an appearance in 
France within five days under penalty of 
finding his conviction definitive beyond 
question of appeal. So we hid him, and 
what friend of truth and justice will’ 
blame us?” :

™-2 111. United States treasury 
is costing Paris millions of 
dollars. The rigid:-customs 
examinations now exacted 
et New York and other 
ports are preventing the 
introduction of Paris 
dresses, and the great firms 
here have had a large fall- 
ing off tn their American 
trade. As it is now, no 
woman can take more than 
$100 worth of clothes into 
the United States without 
paying duty. Everything is examined, 
the passengers are made to.declare just 
‘what they have, and there is:no possible 
way of smuggling in without lying. 

It costs from $80 to $100 to get even a 
woolen dress made by the best Paris 
@resamaker, and silks and fancy gowns 
yange from $20C upward. Much lower 
prices than these are put on the bills 
given out by the dressmakers in order 
that they be shown to the customs ojffi- 
cers and less duty be paid. Such fraud 
is often detected, and even when not the 
‘extra cost is enormous. 

It used to be that qa multitude,of Amer 
4ean women came regularly to Paris to 
feplenish their wardrobes. Each would 
buy $1,000 or more worth of heats aad 
s, and the richer among them would 
go back with eight or ten trunks filled 
with dresses. Many of them would not 
eyon wear the dresses before sailing 
and would pass them in as their personal 
baggage. Others would put on a. * 
dozen different dresses in one day, wea. 
ing each a few minutes in order to ¢ 
that the dresses had already been worn. 
Others sewed old linings into the gowns 
and all sorts of schemes were used to 
make the new things look old. 
The customs officers were lenient and 
allowed such goods to pass threugh. New 
York Gressmakers came here and smug- 
gled back dresses to their cus- 
jomers and the Paris dressmakers took 
orders for future delivery and sent them 
‘héme by American friends. It is estimat- 
ed that about 20,000 American women 


took home dresses in this way, and today, 
of the many thousands who pass through 


Paris, it :8 seliicm that one leaves with- 
out a new gown and hat. The wholesale 
businers has, however, been stopped, by 
the customs officers, and the result is 
a wonderful falling off In the Paris dress- 
makers’ trade. 

Indeed, many of these Paris dress- 
makers live on the business they do for 
foreigners.

fonable millinery establishments depend 
much on their sales to American women. 

Paris sets the fashions for the world, 
and all of dur big department stores 
send their buyers here for fashionable 
costumes. They buy only a dress or so 
of a kind to show these in their windows 
and take orders for copies. Such dresses 
are called models, and making them is 
a regular business. There is a large 
class of women here who do nothing but 
design new gowns. They live in the lit- 


tle dark side streets of Paris, working 


away, out of sight. They will make a 
complete costume for 700 francs (3140) 
and upward, and it is such costumes 
that are bought by the American dealers. 
Sometimes a design is shown in minia- 
ture, a doll being dressed up to explain 
the completed product, but in general 
the costumes are of full size, so that 
they can be sold outright when desired. 
I am told that some of our importers 
bring in hundreds of such designs every 
year. 

Few neople have any idea of the enor- 

ws amount of work done in Paris. The 
. ty is looked upon as the center of gayety 
and fashion not only for France but for 
the world; and it is a common say'ng 
that all the world comes to Paris to shop. 
The American tourist sees a crowd of 
loafers. old and young, stirring up and 
down the boulevards and the fashionable, 
well-dressed throng of ladies and gen- 
tlemen driving on the Champs Elysees 
and in the Bois de Boulogne and thinks 
that this is Paris. The real Paris is 4 
hard-wor..ng city, with more laborers 


perhaps to its popuiation than any other | 


Some of them have Amor'!- 
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city of Europe. It is the city of work- 
shops and petty’factories, It is estimated 
that inaere are 98,000 factories and work- 
shops in the city, and in addition thera 
are thousands of outsiders who work at 
thelr homes. The usual factories are 
very small, the average number of hands 
being six. 

A great deal of work is done by sweat- 
shops, who give the stuffs out and takes 
in the completed product, at so much 
a piece. ‘This is largely so as to gowns 
and hats, upon which, it is estimated, 
60,000 girls are kept working for about 
eight months af the year. The girls re- 
ceive very low prices and ordinary sew- 
ing girls can’ make less than a dollar a 
day while working, and some not more 
than half that amount. The dcs‘gners 
are, of course, paid well, but the average 
wages are far below those paid in the 
United States. 

In the factories themselves the hours 
are long. I have gone through the busi- 
est parts of this city at 7 o'clock in the 
evening and have seen sewing girls 
working in the cellars far below the level 
of the streets. The stores here close he- 
twen 7 and 8 p. m. Many of them have 
women clerks, and one of the curious 
sights of Paris is these clerks leaving 
work. Some of these stores have iron 
shutters which slide down from the ton, 
making a wall of sheet iron over the 
whole front. This wal) is let down before 
the clerks leave, and there is a little door 
about 8 fet high and 2 feet wide whicd 
“s left open until they -get out.

It has 
tens of thousands at work on corsets, 
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Gluding jewelry, artificial flowers, but- 
tons and other “things in leather, ivory.

The average London laborer Ifves from 
hand io mouth. The average Prenchm@a 
patronizes the savings banks. He lives 
within his means, and there is no such 
thing as the reguler spending of the sur- 
plus on drinks, as in England. If our 
treaties can be modffied so that Amerti- 
can goods can te brought in on an equal 
footing with others, the French will be- 
come good customers, for they appre- 
clate what is cheap and good, and they 
have the money to buy. 

Indeed, there are many things that the 
French do as well as the United States 
Their postal service is better than ours. 
It includes a system of.pneumatic tubes, 
by which, fer 6 cents you can send a 
postal card frying to any part of the city. 
You can send a reply card for the same 
amount, and thus get an answer as quick- 
ly, or even more quickly, than by tel- 
egraph. The telegraphs are under ths 
government, and the charges are less 
than half those of America. The rate 
is 10 cents for the first ten ‘words, and 
1 cent for each additiona: word to every 
part of France. You can send a tele- 
gram to Great Britain for 4 cents a word, 
and) a cable to the United States for % 
cents per word. 

The postoffice department has a parcel 
svstem by which small packages weigh- 
ing up to twenty pounds can be sent. Six 
pounds will be taken to any railroad sta- 
tion in France for 12 cents, or for 17 
cents it will be delivered at your house. 
A 10-pound package costs 25 cents, and 
the 20-pound one only 30 cents. The stores 
take advantage of there rates, and many 
thousands of packages cre sent out by 
them daily to their customers in all parts 
of the republic, | 

The telephones are also 
some extent with the postoffice. They 
are ta be found .at every station, and 
also in stands. on the streets. . The fee 
for all parts of Paris is 5 cents for a 
talk of five minutes and 6 cents for 
three minutcs up.to 15 miles outside 
Paris,.and 10 cents additional for ths 
same time for every 60 miles beyond. 

In iuying stamps, outside the, postoffice 
in the Frenck ¢jties you go to the cigar 
shops, for-the government here sells all 
the tobacco, and. dhe tabacco agents han- 
dle stamps as well. The shops are called 
debits, de la regie; they have red lamps 
over them, and you can tell them as far 
as you can see. The prices are the same 
everywhere and the tobacco is universal- 
ly bad. The mcst popular brands of the 
native cigars are the Londres, which you 
buy at 6 cents apiece, or the demi-Lon- 
dres at 8. a , 

Foreign cigars and cigarettes are very 
high and are sold only by government 
permission. All importations of tobacco

paid. France buys a great deal of its 
tobacco from the United States. It comes 
in hogsheads to Havre, Bordeaux .and 
Marseilles, and is shipped thence in most 
cases to Paris. The government has an 
immense factory here on the banks of 
the Seine, which employs over 2,009 hands 
and consumes more than 19,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco a year. The chief officials 
are graduates of the polytechnic school, 
and they must have spent two years in 
studying tobacco and the process of its 
manufacture. The government gets over 
$70,000,000 a year out of this monopoly 
and the expenses of the army are largely 
borne by it. There is also a tax upon 
salt and matches, both of which are gov- 
ernment monopolies.

Paris stéadily moves onward. ,Like her 
people, she delights in new clothes anl 
appreciates that it pays to primp and 
powder. She {sg making many sanitary 
improvements, and with her wide bouie- 
vards and her many parks and open 
places she has today as good a set of 
lungs or breathing places as any city of 
Europe. 

The city authcrities see that the town 
is well kept. The strects are swept every 
day by an army of 5,000 men and boys, 
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machines which push all the dust 
dirt Into the gutters, from where it 
washed in the early ng imto 
sewers with the hose. It costs 
almost two million dollars a year 
the sewers and for the removal 
bish. It costs more than that 
end clean the public promenades, 
about five million dollars to keep the 
streets in repair. Altogether the streets are 
better kept than those of any other Eu-

of Berlin. They are well paved with 
wood ard asphalt, and rou can drive 
upon them for miles without a joit.
